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SUMMARY 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during November 1983 were 40,350 tons, a 
decline of 4 percent from a year earlier. Japan accounted for 46 percent of 
total shipments. Cumulative exports for the January-November 1983 period 
were 210,157 tons valued at $1,289 million, down 11 percent in quantity and 8 
percent in value from the same period in 1982. U.S. unmanufactured imports 
for consumption during November 1983 were down 2 percent from a year earlier; 
however, cumulative imports for January-November were up 30 percent to 
228,287 tons, reflecting heavy withdrawals of machine threshed tobacco in 
advance of tariff reclassification in August. 


The 1984 tobacco crop in southern Brazil is expected to be up 11 percent to 
330,000 tons, while the 1984 crop in Thailand is forecast to be down 
marginally. Bulgaria's 1983 production dropped 14 percent from the 1982 
level . 


Malawi's 1983 tobacco auctions closed November 24 with sales totaling 72,243 
tons. Canadian flue-cured tobacco auction sales through December 22 totaled 
117.4 million pounds at an average price of C$1.62 per pound (US$1.30). U.S. 
burley auction sales through December 15, 1983 totaled 387,887 thousand 
pounds at an average price of $1.79 per pound. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


The Japan Tobacco and Salt Public Corporation (JTS) reports total cigarette 
sales volume for January-October of 254.6 billion pieces, down .4 percent 
from January-October 1982. Sales of domestically produced cigarettes, which 
made up 98.3 percent of the total, declined .6 percent. Imported cigarettes, 
representing 1.7 percent of total sales, increased 14.4 percent. U.S. 
brands, which made up 97 percent of all imported cigarettes, rose 14.4 
percent. 


Sales of pipe tobacco, cigars and cut tobacco were down by 9.6 percent, 12.5 
percent and 22.6 percent, respectively. Imports accounted for 68 percent of 
pipe tobacco sales and 44 percent of cigar sales. All cut tobacco sales were 
imported. 


The Government of the Philippines restructured the Specific) axesvon locally 
manufactured and imported cigarettes under Executive Order 924 effective 
November 16, 1983. The maximum retail price of cigarettes was also adjusted 
upward since higher production costs had rendered existing statutory ceilinas 
unrealistic.

Thailand's imports of unmanufactured tobacco during the first ten months of 
1983 totaled 4,579 tons, down 64 percent from the same period in 1982. 
Flue-cured tobacco imports declined 65 percent to 3,019 tons, while burley 
imports dropped 73 percent to 1,060 tons. The decline was attributable to 
the large volume of purchases made in 1982, foreign exchange restrictions, 
and the obligation by local processors to use a larger percentage of locally 
produced leaf tobacco. The United States continues to be the sole supplier 
of flue-cured and burley tobacco to Thailand. Imports are expected to 
increase substantially in 1984 in order to replenish depleted stocks and due 
to the growing demand for quality leaf for the manufacture of American-blend 
cigarettes. 


Despite the need to import 8,000 to 12,000 tons of leaf annually, Thailand 
remains a net exporter of tobacco, with exports during 1980-82 ranging from 
36,000 to 39,000 tons. Exports of flue-cured tobacco during the first ten 
months of 1983 were 18,241 tons, down 5.4 percent from the 1982 level. 
Major markets include China, Japan, the United States, the United Kingdom 
and West Germany. 


The U.S. Agricultural Attache in Bangkok forecasts Thailand's 1984 tobacco 
crop down marginally from the 1983 harvest. Production of flue-cured 
tobacco is expected to total about 53,000 tons, up 5 percent, while burley 
production is forecast at 20,500 tons, down 5 percent. Growers! intentions 
to expand 1984 flue-cured area substantially were curtailed somewhat by 
efforts of Thailand's Tobacco Monopoly and independent curers to limit sales 
of seed. The quality of the 1984 flue-cured crop is expected to be improved 
from 1983. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The U.S. Agricultural Officer in Sao Paulo reports that the harvesting of 
the 1984 tobacco crop in southern Brazil started in late November and should 
be finished in January. Southern Brazil normally accounts for about 75 to 
80 percent of total Brazilian tobacco production. The region's 1984 tobacco 
crop is expected to reach 330,000 tons, up 11 percent from the 1983 

harvest. Crop quality is expected to be about average, but better than the 
previous Crop. 


Tobacco producers and the industry have finally agreed on prices for 
southern Brazil's 1984 tobacco crop. Prices were increased over 1983 levels 
by 180 percent for Virginia, Amarelinho and burley, and 185 percent for 
Galpao Comum. This is below the expected inflation rate of 210 percent for 
the year and less than the producers requested. However, if the average 
quality of the crop is better than the 1983 crop, returns to producers may 
be somewhat better than the agreed prices. Prices are negotiated and agreed 
upon by the Association of Tobacco Producers and the Syndicate of the 
Tobacco Industry. 


According to the U.S. Agricultural Attache in Romania, Bulgaria's 1983 
tobacco production totaled 131,000 tons, down 14 percent from last year's 
revised harvest estimate of 152,000 tons. Dry weather reduced flue-cured 
and oriental leaf yields, whereas more extensive use of irrigation kept 
burley yields nearly unchanged. The outlook for the 1984 crop is for an 
increase of burley and flue-cured plantings at the expense of oriental. 


Canadian Flue-cured tobacco auction sales through December 22, 1983 totaled 
117.4 million pounds. The average price was C$1.62 per pound (US$1.30). 
Sales through December 22 last season totaled 119.7 million pounds and 
averaged C$1.63. The growers and manufacturers earlier agreed on a 
guaranteed minimum price of C$1.60 for the 1983 target production of 215 
million pounds. The 1983 flue-cured crop is estimated at about 238 million 
pounds. 


As in previous years the Canadian Tobacco Manufacturers Council (CTMC) will 
offer an export rebate of between 7 and 25 Canadian cents per pound -- 
depending on the quality of the leaf. The CTMC had earlier estimated 
exports from the 1983 crop at 96 million pounds. 


Malawi's 1983 tobacco auctions ended November 24 with sales totaling 72,243 
tons valued at 119.8 million kwachas. This compares to sales of 58,520 tons 
valued at $133.8 million kwachas in 1982. Flue-cured sales in 1983 were 
21,123 tons valued 40.4 million kwachas for an average price of 1.91 kwachas 
(US$1.60) per kilogram. For 1982, flue-cured sales were 22,103 tons at an 
average price of 2.13 kwachas (US$2.38) per kilogram. 


Total burley sales were 36,307 tons with an average price 1.30 kwachas 
(US$1.15). In 1982, 27,602 tons of burley were sold with an average price 
of 2.16 kwachas (US$2.41) per kilogram. During 1983, 13,014 tons of burley 
were sold under a government support program at an average price of 1.64 
kwachas (US$1.45) per kilogram. Non-supported burley sales totaled 23,293 
tons with an average price of 1.11 kwachas (US$.98) per kilogram. 


Fire-cured sales were 8,384 tons at an average price of 2.79 kwachas 
(US$2.46) per kilogram. In 1982, fire-cured sales totaled 7,125 tons at an 
average price of 3.31 kwachas (US$3.70) per kilogram. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


Burley Market Review - During the first 15 days of sales through December 15, 
1983, a total of 387,885 thousand pounds were sold at an averaae of $178.54 
per 100 pounds with 38.8 percent of sales going to burley cooperatives. 

This compares with last season sales of 566,526 thousand pounds averagina 


$180.17 per 100 pounds with 25.2 percent of the crop placed under loan. 


USDA recently announced that the 1984 flue-cured tobacco national marketing 
quota will be 805 million pounds, down 105 million pounds from the 1983 
crop. The 805 million pound basic quota will be adjusted upward by 
approximately 30 million pounds because of net undermarketings during the 
1983 sales season. The effective quota of 835 million pounds is 52 million 
pounds below the 1983 effective quota. Marketings from the 1984 crop are 
expected to be near the 835 million pound effective quota or 20 million 
pounds below the 1983 crop level. 


U.S. supplies of flue-cured tobacco -- the quantity on hand at the start of 
the year plus the 1983 marketings -- are estimated at 3.06 billion pounds. 
This is almost 700 million pounds above the level considered adequate to 
meet estimated domestic and export needs (reserve supply level). Current 
legislation provides for reducing the quota when supplies exceed the reserve 
supply level. 


According to information recently provided by ASCS the Flue-cured Cooperative 
Stabilization Corporation has 773 million pounds of leaf tobacco in stocks 
with substantial quantities from all grade qroups. This tobacco plus the 

835 million pounds of marketings expected from the 1984 crop equal 1.6 
billion pounds of leaf or equivalent to almost two and one-half years use. 
Supplies of all grade groups will be well in excess of one year's normal use. 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
November 1983 were 40,350 tons valued at $258.5 million, down 4 percent in 
quantity, but up 2 percent in value from November 1982. Japan was the major 
market during the month taking 18,544 tons, followed by West Germany--3,579 
tons and The Netherlands--1,918 tons. 


Cumulative exports for the January-November 1983 period were 210,157 tons 
valued at $1,289 million, down 11 percent in quantity and 8 percent in value 
from the same period in 1982. Leading markets for the period were Japan-- 
40,410 tons, West Germany--25,892 tons, Spain--16,512 tons, Italy--14,604 
tons, and the Netherlands--12,048 tons. 


Flue-cured exports during November 1983 were 28,808 tons valued at $216.6 
million, down 1 percent in quantity but up 2.6 percent in value from 
November 1982. Japan took 51 percent of total flue-cured shipments during 
the month. For the January-November 1983 period, exports were 119,648 tons 
vaiued at $818.8 million, a decline of 15 percent in quantity and 12 percent 
in value from last year's level. 


Burley exports during November 1983 were 2,647 tons, down 22 percent from 
November 1982. Cumulative exports for the first 11 months of 1983 were 
40,532 tons valued at $294.4 million, down 12 percent in quantity from the 
same period in 1982. Leading markets for burley exports were Japan--11, 796 
tons, Italy--6,596 tons, West Germany--5,496 tons and Switzerland--3,197 
tons. 


Exports of other types (excluding flue-cured and burley) for January- 
November 1983 were 49,979 tons, an increase of 1 percent over the same 
period in 1982. The "stems, trimmings and scrap" category accounted for 59 
percent of total exports of other types. 


Cigarette exports during November 1983 were 5.2 billion pieces valued at 
$99.7 million, down 15 percent in quantity and 6 percent in value from 
November 1982. Cumulative exports for January-November period were 55.5 
billion pieces valued at $1,026 million, down 18 percent in quantity and 10 
percent in value from a year earlier. Leading markets for cigarette exports 
were Belgium-Luxembourg--12.06 billion pieces, Hong Kong--6.43 billion 
pieces, Saudi Arabia--5.75 billion pieces and Japan--5.05 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specifically provided for") 
during November 1983 were 17,864 tons, down 2 percent from November 1982. 
However, Cigarette leaf imports during November 1983 increased 34 percent 
over last year's level. 


Imports for the January-November 1983 period were 228,286 tons valued at 
$712 million, up 30 percent in quantity from the same period in 1982. 
Cigarette leaf imports were up 15 percent from last season, while the NSPF 
category increased 105 percent. 


General Imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during November 1983 were 11,460 tons valued at $25.9 million, up 23 
percent in quantity from November 1982. Cumulative imports for 
January—November 1983 were 193,514 tons valued at $591.5 million, a drop of 
16 percent in quantity from last year.

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SUMMARY 


The favorable U.S. tobacco trade balance in 1983 decreased 20 percent to $1.8 
billion, resulting from a decline in value of the exports of unmanufactured 
tobacco and tobacco products by 7 percent to $2.65 billion and an increase in 
SRA of duty-paid imports of leaf and products of nearly 44 percent to 

17 million. 


Unmanufactured imports for consumption during 1983 were 239,178 tons valued 
at $743.5 million, an increase of 30 percent in quantity and 48 percent in 
value. Duty-paid imports exceeded leaf exports for the first time. Most of 
the gain in imports was in the category "tobacco manufactured or not 
manufactured, not specifically provided for" which increased 90 percent to 
95,279 tons. The large increase included heavy withdrawals of machine 
threshed tobacco before the tariff reclassification in August. 


Unmanufactured leaf exports were 237,888 tons valued at $1.46 billion, down 8 
percent in quantity and 5 percent in value. The large drop in exports 
resulted from a combination of factors including the strong U.S. dollar, 
weaker demand and high U.S. prices. Flue-cured and burley exports declined 
by 1] percent and 12 percent, respectively. Cigarette exports during 1983 
were 60.7 billion pieces valued at $1.12 billion, down 18 percent in quantity 
and S percent in value. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Australia's Minister of Primary Industry recently discussed the Australian 
tobacco growers' reduced marketing quotas. The 1984 quota was reduced 7.9 
percent from 15,200 tons in 1983 to 14,000 tons in 1984. The reasons listed 
for the reduced 1984 quota - the first under the new 1984-88 Tobacco 
Stabilization Plan (TSP) - were declining domestic consumption, a reduction 
in the levels of stocks manufacturers are required to hold and the fact that 
the mixing requirement is bound at 50 percent under the GATT. 


Alternatives that would reverse the trend to smaller quotas are limited. It 
is doubtful that domestic consumption will expand, given the current level of 
taxation and anti-smoking activity. The Minister indicated that the GATT 
binding is the most "complicating" of the reasons for the declining domestic 
quotas. He also said that the Minister of Trade had explored the possibility 
of lifting the binding but concluded that the action would require lengthy 
multilateral negotiations. Foreign suppliers could be expected to resist any 
effort to lift the binding. 


Another alternative would be to reverse the government's decision to allow 
manufacturers to reduce their stock levels from the former 18-month level to 
tne proposed 13-month level. This would require manufacturers to purchase 
tobacco to maintain the current level which translates to increased domestic 
leaf purchases. This may be a short term solution, however, because the 
declining domestic consumption will eventually result in smaller domestic 
purchases. 


The current TSP also limits the price increases for domestic leaf in an 
attempt to bring Australian price more in line with world prices of similar 
tobaccos. If this is done, the demand for domestic leaf may increase at the 
expense of some of the suppliers of filler quality tobacco -- a more 
permanent solution to the problem. 


A recently approved $112.1 million credit package for Egypt included $40 
million for tobacco under the GSM 102 credit guarantee program. To be 
eligible for the coverage, U.S. exporters must submit a guarantee fee along 
with an application to the Commodity Credit Corporation before export is 
completed. The guarantee rates include a fee to provide for a yearly 
interest rate coverage of up to 8 percent on the guarantee value, not to 
exceed 98 percent of the port value reported under GSM 102. The tobacco must 
be shipped by September 30, 1984. 


The United Kingdom's third largest tobacco manufacturer, Rothman-Carreras, 
announced it will close its factory located at Basildon, Essex. The closing 
will cause the loss of 1,200 jobs. Basildon has a daily capacity of 60 
million pieces; however, recent production has been down to 26 million 
pieces. The closing is blamed on a slump in both domestic cigarette 
consumption and export demand. Rothman-Carreras depends on the export market 
for 50 percent of its production. The United Kingdom's cigarette consumption 
has fallen by 18 percent since 1981. 


Rothman-Carreras will continue to produce at three plants; one in Northern 
Ireland and two in northeast England. These plants have combined employment 
of 2,500 workers. 


Rothman-Carreras also announced an increase in its retail price by 2 percent 
per pack of 20 cigarettes. This will raise the price of a pack of king-size 


cigarettes to 1.11 pounds (US $1.62) and the price of larger than king-size 
to 1.13 pounds (US $1.65). 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The main 1584 tobacco harvest is still underway in southern Brazil. The 
region's tobacco crop is still expected to total about 330,000 tons, up 11 
percent from last season's 286,000-ton harvest. Conditions to date continue 
to indicate a normal quality crop, which would be an improvement over last 
year's. Rainfall has been quite variable with December generally dry and 
January wet. 


Tlie EC Commission set the export subsidies for the 1983 crop of baled tobacco 
in Commission Regulation No. 24/84, The export refunds vary from .30 ECU/kg 
(US $.25) to .72 ECU/kg (US $.5S) depending on the variety and country of 
destination. At current exchange rate one U.S. dollar equals 1.222 ECU. The 
Subsidies will apply until December 31, 1984.

Italian tobacco producers are concerned that the EC may eliminate export 
subsidies to third countries for oriental tobacco. The subsidies are based 
on the difference between the domestic price and the world price of oriental 
leaf, assuming the domestic price is generally higher. The restitutions are 
designed to make the tobacco competitive on world markets. 


The EC commission recently proposed that an internal EC price be used as the 
basis for calculating the subsidies. This would effectively end the export 
payment on Italian oriental tobacco. Italy produces about 25,000 tons of 
this leaf each year, most of which is exported -- primarily to Eastern 
Europe. Without the subsidy the tobacco could not compete in the world 
market. 


The commission has given interested parties -- mainly Greece and Italy -- an 
opportunity to respond with alternative systems to calculate the subsidy. 


Malawi's tobacco auctions sold 72,200 tons of tobacco in 1983, up 23 percent 
from the record 1982 crop and an impressive 32 percent increase over the 
prior 5 year average annual production. The production increase primarily 
reflects increased acreage devoted to burley tobacco. 


Sharply lower burley prices and lower fire-cured prices reduced the auction 
value of the total crop to 120 million kwachas (US $105 million), down 10 
percent from 1982 level. Assuming that local processors contribute an 
additional 25 percent of value prior to exportation, total exports proceeds 
of the 1983 crop should total approximately US $130 million, down 10 percent 
from the estimated export value of the 1982 crop. However, transportation 
bottlenecks--specifically the shutdown of the Beira railway to the Indian 
Ocean and inefficiencies of the Nacala line--have delayed the receipt of 
export proceeds from the 1983 crop. Also, there have been increased storage 
and finance charges for the Malawian processors. 


Malawi's 1983 burley tobacco crop is estimated at a record 41,500 tons, up 50 
percent. The 21,600 ton flue-cured crop, however, was down 3 percent from 
the previous season. The record burley crop resulted in a substantial 
reduction in auction prices and major disruptions in burley trading. In an 
attempt to limit 1984 burley output, a production quota of 25,000 tons has 
been implemented for the 1984 crop. 


Tobacco production in the USSR in 1983 could approach the planned 346,000 
tons, up 13 percent from last year's 307,000-ton crop, according to the U.S. 
Agricultural Attache in Moscow. In Moldavia, which normally accounts for 
about one-third of total Soviet production, state purchases have reached 
125,000 tons, 26 percent above 1982. In Azerbaijan, which accounts for about 
1S percent of domestic production, purchases of the 1983 crop are reported to 
be 11 percent over the plan. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


Burley Market Review - Sales of burley tobacco through February 2, 1984, 
totaled 515,790 thousand pounds at an average price of $177.39 per 100 pound 
with 47.4 percent of sales going to burley cooperatives. This compares with 
last season sales of 831,820 thousand pounds at an average price of 180.61 
per 100 pounds with 30.8 percent of sales placed under loan. 


U.S. Tobacco trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports in 
calendar year 1983 were 237,888 tons valued at $1.46 billion down 8 percent 
in quantity and 5 percent in value from the 1982 level. Reasons for the 
decline include the strong U.S. dollar, increased competition from other leaf 
exporting countries, weaker demand, high U.S. prices, and foreign exchange 
shortages in some countries. Exports to Japan, the leading market for U.S. 
leaf tobacco during 1983, increased 3 percent to 51,791 tons. Other major 
markets for U.S. leaf exports during 1983 were West Germany--26,308 tons, 
Spain--18,242 tons, and United Kingdom--12,601 tons. 


For December 1983, unmanufactured tobacco exports were 27,731 tons valued at 
$172 million, up 19 percent in quantity and 20 percent in value from December 
1982. Japan and Taiwan were the leading market during December taking 11,380 
tons and 7,224 tons, respectively. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports during 1983 were 140,885 tons valued at $973 
million, down 11 percent in quantity and 8 percent in value from 1982. Japan 
was the leading destination taking 29,174 tons followed by West Germany with 
14,842 tons and Spain taking 14,773 tons. For December 1983, flue-cured 
exports were 21,237 tons valued at $154 million, an increase of 22 percent in 
quantity and 25 percent in value from December 1982. Japan and Taiwan took 
70 percent of December shipments. 


Burley tobacco exports in 1983 were 41,201 tons valued at $300 million, a 
decline of 12 percent in quantity and 8 percent in value from 1982. Major 
markets were Japan--11,954 tons, Italy--6,596 tons, and West Germany--5,555 
tons. For December 1983, burley leaf exports were 669 tons valued at $5.6 
million, down 37 percent in quantity and 33 percent in value from a year 
earlier. 


Exports of other types (excluding flue-cured and burley) for 1983 were 55,802 
tons valued at $188 million, an increase of 2.5 percent in quantity and 12 
percent in value from 1982. The category stems, trimmings and scrap 
accounted for 62 percent of exports of other types. Dark fire-cured 
(Kentucky-Tennessee) tobacco exports increased by 4 percent to 8,871 tons. 
Maryland exports rose by 21 percent to 3,670 tons. 


Cigarette exports for 1983 were 60.7 billion pieces valued at $1.12 billion, 
a drop of 18 percent in quantity and 9 percent in value from the 1982 level. 
Leading markets for cigarette exports were Belgium-Luxembourg--12.97 billion 
pieces, Hong Kong--7.4 billion pieces, Saudi Arabia--6.2 billion pieces, and 
Japan--5.5 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including category "tobacco 
manufactured or not manufactured, not specifically provided for") during 1983 
were 239,178 tons valued at $743.5 million, an increase of 30 percent in 
quantity and 48 percent in value from 1982. The large increase reflects 
heavy withdrawals of machine threshed tobacco in advance of the tariff 
reclassification in August. The NSPF category increased by 90 percent to 
95,279 tons. Cigarette leaf imports during 1983 rose to 104,248 tons, up 19 
percent over 1982. Oriental leaf accounted for 80 percent of cigarette leaf 
with remainder being flue-cured and burley. 


For December 1983, imports for consumption were 10,891 tons valued at $31.4 
million, up 16 percent in quantity from a year earlier. Cigarette leaf 
imports in December 1983 were up 117 percent over December 1982 to 7,695 tons. 


General Imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category “tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during 1983 were 208,597 tons valued at $636.9 million, down 14 percent 
in quantity and 14 percent in value from 1982. The major decline was in the 
NSPF category which fell by 38 percent to 49,198 tons. Cigarette leaf 
imports increased by 5 percent to 114,774 tons.

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SUMMARY 


In January 1984, U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports were 19,317 tons valued 
at $112.5 million, up 71 percent in quantity and 80 percent in value from 
January 1983. Flue-cured and burley exports were up 93 percent and 87 
percent, respectively. Unmanufactured tobacco imports during January 1984 
were 14,020 tons valued at $38 million, down 3 percent in quantity from 
January 1983. 


Zimbabwe's 1984 flue-cured tobacco crop is expected to be up 17 percent to 
110,000 tons. In the United States, growers intend to harvest 321,000 
hectares of tobacco in 1984. India's 1983 tobacco crop is estimated at a 
record 594,000. Turkey harvested a 1983 tobacco crop estimated at 276,000 
tons, up 7 percent from 1982 output. 


In the United Kingdom, British-American Tobacco Company has decided to close 
the company's cigarette manufacturing and sales operation. In Spain, the 
government has increased the retail prices of tobacco products by an average 
of € percent. Greece has been authorized by the European Community (EC) 
Commission to adopt protective measures regarding imported cigarettes. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Greece has been authorized by the EC Commission to limit imports of 
Cigarettes from other member states to not more than 1,100 tons through 

Oct. 31, 1984. Imports of cigarettes from non-member states are to be 
monitored. The decision is largely an extension of one taken in February 19823 
to limit and/or monitor imports of cigarettes and other items for one year. 
The reason for the action is the recent shift in demand toward blended 
American-type cigarettes for which Greek production has not been geared. 


In the United Kingdom, British-American Tobacco Company (RAT) has decided to 
close the company’s cigarette manufacturing and sales operation. Peasons 
given for the closing include rising taxes and Falling demand. This will 
result in a loss of 1,840 jobs in the United Kingdom tobacco industry. BAT 
has lost 53 million pounds sterling in its U.K. Cigarette operation over the 
last five years. The change in the way taxes were charged on cigarettes from 
tax on the weight of tobacco to an end product tax left BAT with no 
recognized brand with which to exploit the high-growth king-size cigarette 
market. 


The government of Spain on Feb. 16, 1984, increased the retail prices of 
certain domestic and imported tobacco products. The retail price increases 
are substantially lower (8 percent on average) than those of December 1982; 
however, the consumption of cigarettes (particularly American-blended 
cigarettes) and pipe tobacco is expected to be adversely affected. American 
Cigarettes, both imported and locally manufactured under license, have 
experienced substantially higher growth than equivalent domestic or other 
Origin imports. The higher prices may result in a decline in the sales of 
American cigarettes and also may reduce utilization of U.S. leaf in 
manufacturing. According to government representatives, the upward revision 
in the retail price of tobacco products has been prompted by the increased 
value of the dollar. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The 1983 tobacco crop in India is estimated at a record 504,000 tons, up 14 
percent from the 520,000-ton 1982 harvest, according to the U.S. agricultural 
counselor in New Delhi. Practically the entire production increase was due 
to a 13-percent expansion in tobacco area, as vields were up only slightly. 
Total tobacco area is estimated at 501,300 hectares and aggregate yields at 
1.185 tons per hectare. Production of flue-cured tobacco posted the most 
Substantial gain. Output in 1983 is estimated at a record 184,000 tons, up 
36 percent from the 135,500 tons harvested in 1282, with most of the gain 
resulting from a 32-percent area increase. The previous record flue-cured 
Crop was the 164,800 tons harvested in 1978. Aggregate production of all 
other leaf types--oriental, light air-cured, burley, and fire-cured--is 
estimated at 410,200 tons, up 7 percent. 


With the record crop and reduced export demand, flue-cured tobacco producers 
experienced considerable problems in marketing their 1983 crops. Prices 
received by flue-cured growers were well below expectations, with prices in 
Andhra Pradesh, the principal producing state, averaging Ps. 11 (U.S. $1.08) 
per kilogram in 1983, versus Rs. 12.19 (U.S. $1.20) in 1987. In an effort to 
offset the reduced prices and general buyer resistance, the government's 
State Trading Corporation embarked on a massive price support operation 
starting in April 1983. Within a five month period, a total of 18,000 tons 
of the 1983 flue-cured crop was purchased under the program. The purchases 
were made at an average price of Rs. 12.22 (U.S. $1.20) per kilogram. The 
purchase of such a large quantity of tobacco by a state agency was 
unprecedented in the history of Indian tobacco. 


Total tobacco production in 1984 is expected to total about 500,000 tons, 
including 125,000 tons of flue-cured tobacco. The reduction from the record 
1$€3 flue-cured crop is primarily attributed to government enforced area 
restrictions in Andhra Pradesh. Total area under the 1982 flue-cured crop is 
estimated at 140,000 hectares, down 30 percent from 1983. 


According to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Seoul, the Republic of Korea 

harvested a 160,677-ton tobacco crop in 1983, up 6 percent from the previous 

estimate but 13 percent below 1982 Output. The quality of the crop, however, 
is reported to be good-to-excellent -- the result of favorable weather during 
the growing season and improved harvest control. 


Production of flue-cured tobacco was down 20 percent, with the 1983 crop 
estimated at 64,743 tons. The burley crop is estimated at 35,934 tons, up 4 
percent from 1962. With the government concerned about excessive stocks, an 
overall 1984 tobacco production goal has been implemented which calls for a 
reduction in area by 6 percent and a production level of 90,000 tons--59,600 
tons of flue-cured tobacco and 30,400 tons of burley. 


Korean leaf exports in 1983 totaled 32,843 tons valued at $109 million, up 21 
percent from the 1982 level. Exports to the United States were 7,300 tons. 
Flue-cured exports were 17,304 tons valued at $£5 million, while burley 
exports were 15,339 tons valued at $54 million. The Office of Monopoly's 
1584 total export target is 32,000 tons. 


Leaf imports in 1983 are estimated at only 2,212 tons, valued at $7 million, 
all coming from Greece and Turkey. According to the Office of Monopoly, 
there are sufficient stocks of U.S. leaf; thus, no imports are expected from 
the United States in 1984. 


Turkey's total 1983 tobacco crop is revised upward to 226,000 tons, a 
2.5-percent increase from the previous estimate and 7 percent above 1982 
Output. Tne 1983 production gain was primarily due to increased output in 
the Aegean region where the crop totaled about 145,000 tons, up 10 percent 
from 1982 output. Field preparations for planting of the 1984 crop are just 
beginning. Practically the entire Turkish tobacco crop is of oriental 
tobacco. 


The Aegean growers' tobacco market for the 1983 crop was officially opened on 
Feb. 14, 1984. Virtually all of the output was sold within a few days at 
prices ranging betweeen TL60 (US$.19) and TL1095 (US$3.50) per kilogram. 


The ceiling support price for 1984 crop tobacco was increased by the Ministry 
of Customs and Treasury from last year's level of TL335 to TL465 (US$1.49) 
per kilogram. Premarket purchases by private merchants at prices well above 
the official ceiling pushed the overall average producer price in 1983 to 
around TL470 (US$1.50) per kilogram. 


In Zimbabwe, a substantially larger flue-cured tobacco harvest is planned for 
1984. The Tobacco Marketing Board set this year's production target at 
116,000 tons, up about 17 percent from 1983 output. The bulk of Zimbabwe's 
tobacco crop normally is planted in November and December and harvested in 
January through March. This year's crop is somewhat behind normal. 


About 1,200 growers had indicated that they would be growing flue-cured 
tobacco this season, up from 1,177 last season. With area planted to 
flue-cured tobacco estimated at 50,934 hectares, growers will have to achieve 
yields of 2.16 tons per hectare to meet the production target. Last season's 
flue-cured area totaled 46,234 hectares and yields averaged 2.04 tons per 
hectare. Despite below normal rainfall and regional crop failures, this 
season's flue-cured crop is showing excellent potential. Tobacco quality 
also is expected to be improved. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


Burley Market Review - U.S. hurley auction sales through March 1, 1984, were 
528,521,000 pounds at an average price of $177.16 per 100 pounds with 48.3 
percent of sales going to burley cooperatives. This compares with last 
season sales of 850,369,000 pounds at an average price of $180.59 per 100 
pounds with 31.6 percent of sales placed under the loan. 


According to the USDA's Crop Reporting Board, U.S. tobacco growers (excluding 
Puerto Rico) intend to harvest 321,000 hectares of tobacco in 1984, 1 percent 
above 1983 but 12 percent below 1982. This would be the second smallest area 
harvested--after 1983--since 1889. 


Flue-cured harvested area intentions, at 160,000 hectares, are 4 percent 
below 1983 and 17 percent below 1982. Harvest intentions are down 3 percent 
in North Carolina, Virginia and Florida, and down 9-11 percent in 

South Carolina and Georgia. 


Burley area is expected to increase from the 115,000 hectares harvested in 
1983 to 127,000 in 1984; a 10-percent increase. Burley area is expected to 
be up from 7-14 percent in Kentucky, Tennessee and Ohio, down 3-7 percent in 
Virginia, Indiana and Missouri, and unchanged in North Carolina and 

West Virginia. 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
January 1984 were 19,317 tons valued at $172.5 million, a jump of 77 percent 
in quantity and 80 percent in value from January 1983. The major markets 
were Spain--2,507 tons, Thailand--2,219 tons, West Germany--2,135 tons, 
Taiwan--2,117 tons and United Kingdom--1,812 tons. These countries 
represented 56 percent of total exports for January. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports during January 1984 were 12,386 tons, valued 
at $78.9 million, up 93 percent in quantity and 91 percent in value from 
a year ago. Spain was the leading market with 2,321 tons followed by 
Thailand--2,219 tons and Taiwan--2,117 tons. 


Burley exports during January were 2,332 tons, valued at $18.5 million, up 
87 percent in quantity and 111] percent in value from January 1983. Leading 
markets for burley exports during January were Italy--780 tons, West 
Germany--520 tons and Sweden--407 tons. 


Exports of other types during January 1984 were 4,599 tons, valued at $15.1 
million, up 27 percent in quantity and 20 percent in value. The category 
stems, trimmings and scraps accounted for 59 percent of exports of other 
types. Kentucky and Tennessee dark fire-cured tobacco exports were 1,071 
tons, valued at $4.7 million, up 118 percent in quantity from last year. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (duty paid) including "tobacco 
Manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for" (NSPF) during 
January 1984 were 14,020 tons valued at $38 million, down 3 percent in 
quantity from January 1983. The NSPF category dropped from 3,576 tons in 
January 1983 to 508 tons in January 1984. Cigarette leaf imports increased 
by 10 percent to 8,136 tons with stemmed cigarette leaf accounting for most 
of the increase.

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SPECIAL REPORT: U.S. Tobacco Trade -1983 


The net favorable U.S. tobacco trade balance in 1983 decreased 20 percent to 
$1.8 billion. The value of U.S. exports of unmanufactured tobacco leaf and 
tobacco products in 1983 declined 7 percent to $2.65 billion. The value of 
imports for consumption (duty paid) of tobacco leaf and products increased 
nearly 44 percent to $817 million. In terms of quantity, unmanufactured 
imports for consumption exceeded leaf exports for the first time. Duty paid 
imports were 239,178 tons, valued at $743.5 million, an increase of 30 
percent in quantity and 48 percent in value. Exports dropped 8 percent in 
quantity to 237,888 tons, valued at $1.46 billion. The major reason for the 
high level of imports was heavy withdrawals of machine threshed tobacco 
before the tariff reclassification in August. 


EXPORTS 


Unmanufactured Tobacco Exports in 1983 were 237,888 tons, valued at $1.46 
billion, down & percent in quantity and 5 percent in value from the 1982 
level. Flue-cured and burley exports dropped by 11 and 12 percent, 
respectively. Reasons for the decline include the strona U.S. dollar, 
increased competition from other leaf exporting countries and weaker demand. 
Large declines in exports were recorded to such countries as Thailand, 
Indonesia and the Philippines, which were experiencing foreign exchange 
shortages. Exports to Japan, the leading market for U.S. leaf tobacco during 
1983, increased 3 percent to 51,791 tons. Exports to the European Community 
declined by 3.5 percent. West Germany took 26,308 tons, down 15 percent from 
a year earlier. Other major markets for U.S. leaf exports during 1983 were 
Spain--18,242 tons, Italy--14,604 tons, the Netherlands--12,843 tons, 

United Kingdom--12,601 tons, and Egypt--9,048 tons. 


U.S. flue-cured tobacco exports in 1$83 were 140,885 tons, valued at $973 
million, down 1] percent in quantity and 8 percent in value from 198?. This 
is lowest volume exported since World War II. Exports to Japan, the leading 
flue-cured market, dropped 3 percent to 29,174 tons. Asian countries took 22 
percent less flue-cured tobacco, while exports to Europe were down 2 

percent. After Japan the leading markets were West Germany--14,842 tons, 
Spain--14,773 tons, and United Kingdom--10,130 tons. The average export 
value of flue-cured in 1$83 rose 3.6 percent to $6.91 per kilogram, compared 
to $6.67 per kilogram in 1982. 


Burley tobacco exports in 1983 were 41,201 tons, valued at $300 million, a 
decline of 12 percent in quantity and 8 percent in value from 19€2. Japan 
was the leading destination for burley exports totaling 11,954 tons, up 52 
percent from 1982. Exports to Italy totaled 6,596 tons, up 21 percent. 
However, exports to West Germany, Thailand and Philippines declined by 21 
percent, 72 percent and 16 percent, respectively. Shipments to Europe 
dropped 12 percent, while Asian countries took 14 percent less burley 
tobacco. The average export value for burley tobacco in 193 increased by 5 
percent to $7.28 per kilogram, compared to $6.92 per kilogram in 1982.

Exports of other types (excluding flue-cured and burley) in 1983 were 
55,802 tons valued at $188 million, an increase of 2.5 percent in quantity 
and 12 percent in value from 1982. Dark fire-cured (Kentucky-Tennessee) 
tobacco exports increased by 4 percent to 8,871 tons. Exports to the 
Netherlands were 6,639 tons, 75 percent of total fire-cured exports. 


Stems, trimmings and scrap exports were 34,361 tons, valued at $48 million, 
down 3 percent in quantity but up 23 percent in value. This category 
represented 62 percent of exports of other types. Leading markets were 
Japan--10,659 tons, West Germany--4,620 tons, and Denmark--2,623 tons. 


Maryland-type tobacco exports in 1983 were 3,670 tons, valued at $24 million, 
up 21 percent in quantity and 20 percent in value from 1982. Switzerland was 
the leading market with 1,629 tons, followed by West Germany--810 tons. 


Blackfat tobacco exports totaled 884 tons, down 12 percent from the 1982 
level of 1,000 tons. Benin took 60 percent of total blackfat exports. 


The value of total manufactured tobacco exports in 1983 dropped 9 percent to 
$1.19 billion. Cigarette exports tn 1983 totaled 60.7 billion pieces, valued 
at $1.13 billion, down 18 percent in quantity and 9 percent in value from 
1982. The decline resulted from the strong dollar and poor economic 
conditions around the world. Shipments declined to most regions as European 
countries took 26 percent less cigarettes in 1983. 


Belgium-Luxembourg was the leading destination for cigarette exports; 
however, shipments were off 17 percent to 12.97 billion pieces. Other 
leading markets were Hong Kong--7.4 billion pieces, Saudi Arabia--6.2 billion 
pieces, and Japan--5.5 billion pieces. Cigarette exports to Japan rose 15 
percent in 1983. 


Cigar, cheroots and cigarillos exports were 127.5 million pieces, valued at 
$8.5 million, down 28 percent in quantity and 1° percent in value. Leadina 
markets were United Kingdom--20.7 million pieces, Saudi Arabia--11.8 million 
pieces, and West Germany--10.8 million pieces. 


Chewing tobacco and snuff exports were 1,073 tons valued at $6.4 million, up 
21 percent in quantity and 9 percent in value. Canada took 97 percent of 
chewing tobacco and snuff exports. 


IMPORTS 


Note: Users of U.S. import trade data should be aware that in July 1983, the 
U.S. Customs Office determined that some machine-threshed tobacco was more 
properly classified under TSUS 170.35 ("cigarette leaf, stemmmed") rather 
than under TSUS 170.80 ("Tobacco, manufactured or not manufactured, not 
specifically provided for"). The ruling took effect Aug. 28, 1983, and the 
tariff applied under the new classification is currently 29 cents per pound, 
compared with 17.5 cents per pound under the former classification. 
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Imports for Consumption 


U.S. imports of unmanufactured tobacco and manufactured tobacco products for 
consumption (duty paid) in 1983 totaled 243,277 tons valued at $817 milTion. 
Quantity of imports was up 29 percent, while value of imports increased 44 
percent. 


Unmanufactured imports for consumption (including the category "Tobacco 
manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for other" (NSPF) in 
1983 were 239,178 tons, valued at $743.5 million, up 30 percent in quantity 
and 48 percent in value from 1982. The large increase reflects heavy 
withdrawals of machine threshed tobacco in advance of the tariff 
reclassification in August. Imports in August alone totaled 66,022 tons. 

Tne NSPF category in 1983 increased by 90 percent to 95,279 tons. Cigarette 
leaf imports in 1983 rose to 104,103 tons, up 19 percent over 1982. Oriental 
leaf accounted for 80 percent of cigarette leaf with the remainder being 
flue-cured and burley. 


Major sources of imports in 1983 were Turkey--54,011 tons, Brazil--52, 964] 
tons, Greece--17,213 tons, South Korea--13,213 tons, Mexico--12,354 tons, and 
Italy--11,001 tons. The leading suppliers in the NSPF category were 
Brazil--37,325 tons, South Korea--11,315 tons, and Italy--6,656 tons. 


General Imports 


U.S. general imports of unmanufactured and manufactured tobacco products in 
1983 totaled 213,642 tons valued at $719.5 million. The 1983 level was down 
13 percent in quantity and 11 percent in value from the 1982 level. 


Unmanufactured general imports (including the category "Tobacco, manufactured 
or not manufactured, not specially provided for, other" (NSPF) in 1983 were 
208,597 tons, valued at $636.9 million, down 14 percent in quantity and 

14 percent in value from 1982. The major decline was in the NSPF category 
which fell 38 percent to 49,198 tons. Cigarette leaf imports increased by 

5 percent to 114,629 tons. 


Major sources of general imports we. > Turkey--53,372 tons, Brazil--42,591 
tons, Greece--16,154 tons, Italy--7,428 tons, and Canada--7,322 tons. The 
leading suppliers of the NSPF category were Brazil--24,849 tons, South 
Korea--4,968 tons, and Argentina--3,270 tons. 


STOCKS OF FOREIGN-GROWN TOBACCO 


Stocks of foreign-grown tobacco held by U.S. manufacturers and dealers on 
Jan. 1, 1984, were 434,581 tons (farm-sales-weight equivalent), up 4 percent 
from Jan. 1, 1983. Cigarette leaf, which made up 91 percent of foreign grown 
stocks, increased by 6 percent. Flue-cured increased by 33 percent to 
107,089 tons. Oriental and burley declined by 1 percent and 2.5 percent, 
respectively.

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SUMMARY 


Cigarette tax increases have been announced in the Netherlands and United 
Kingdom, and tobacco taxes may be increased in West Germany. As a result of 
the tax increase, the price of popular brands of cigarettes in the 
Netherlands increased 17 percent. In the United Kingdom, cigarette rose 

G percent as result of the tax hike. The higher prices will result in lower 
cigarette consumption in these countries. 


Spain has announced a series of measures to stimulate production of burley 
and flue-cured leaf tobacco. South Africa's 1984 tobacco crop is expected to 
be 21 percent below 1983. Thailand's 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at about 
the same level as the 1983 crop. 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during February 1984 were 19,409 tons, up 
10 percent from February 1983. Cumulative exports for January-February were 
38,726 tons valued at $243.5 million, up 34 percent in quantity from 1983. 
U.S. unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption during February 1984 were 
20,892 tons, up 68 percent from February 1983. For January-February 1984, 
imports were 34,912 tons, up 30 percent from a year ago. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


In Ireland, cigarette consumption in 1983 dropped 4 percent as a result of 
continuing recession and unemployment. In past years, the decline in 
domestic cigarette consumption has generally been made up by increased 
foreign sales; however, in 1983 cigarette exports dropped one-third. Exports 
to Iraq and Saudi Arabia declined substantially. Total tobacco usage by 
Irish manufacturers declined approximately 10 percent in 1983, resulting in a 
further fall in leaf tobacco imports, particularly from the United States. 
High carryover stocks also contributed to the drop in leaf imports during 
1983. The outlook for 1984 is for cigarette consumption to continue to fall. 


The Japan Tobacco and Salt Public Corporation (JTS) reports total cigarette 
sales volume for January 1984 of 20.9 billion pieces, down .6 percent from 
January 1983. Sales of domestic cigarettes totaled 20.46 billion pieces, 
down 1 percent from last year. Imported cigarette sales were up 20.7 percent 
to 474.6 million pieces representing 2.27 percent of total sales. U.S. 
Cigarette sales, which account for 97 percent of all imported cigarettes, 
rose 21.8 percent to 461.2 million pieces. 


Sales of pipe tobacco and cut tobacco in January were down by 8.2 percent and 
27.2 percent. Cigar sales increased 29.4 percent to 2.6 million pieces. 
Imported cigar sales, which account for 60 percent of total sales, increased 
by 102 percent, while domestic sales dropped 15 percent. 


In the Netherlands, cigarette and shag manufacturers are very dissatisfied 
with the January 1, 1984, excise tax increase. As a result of the tax 
increase, the price of a pack of cigarettes (25 pieces) in the popular price 
class increased from Dfl. 3.60 (US$1.19) to Dfl. 4.00 (US$1.32). A pack of 
roll-your-own tobacco now costs Dfl. 3.35 (US$1.11) up from Dfl. 2.90 
(US$.96) before the tax increase. The excise tax increase may aggravate the 
decreasing trend in cigarette consumption and the substantial border sales to 
West Germany may be reduced. Also, since the price difference with Belgian 
Cigarettes will widen, Dutch smokers may buy more cigarettes in Belgium. 


The market for shag tobacco is expanding. Not only have domestic consumers 
of cigarettes turned to shag tobacco to save money, but many foreign smokers, 
mostly West Germans, have discovered Dutch shag tobacco as well. Exports of 
shag tobacco are still booming. 


In the first three quarters of 1983, Dutch leaf tobacco imports decreased 

7 percent; however, imports of U.S. tobacco held steady. U.S. leaf tobacco 
exports to the Netherlands in 1983 increased 13 percent to 12,843 tons valued 
at $72.4 million. Kentucky-Tennessee dark fire-cured exports increased 

34 percent to 6,639 tons valued at $28.9 million. 


The United Kindgom increased the specific excise tax on cigarettes to 24.97 
Pounds (US$36.51) per thousand pieces from 21.67 Pounds (US$31.69) effective 
March 15, 1984. The ad valorem excise rate of 21 percent of the recommended 
retail price (RRP) and the VAT rate of 15 percent remain unchanged. The tax 
increase will raise the retail price a pack of 20 king size filter cigarettes 
by 10 pence (US$.15) representing a 9-percent increase. The proportion of 
the specific excise tax of total excise tax plus VAT is now 55 percent 
compared with 54.5 in 1983.

Other tax changes raise the specific excise tax on cigars by 15 percent to 47.05 
47.05Pounds (US$68.80) per kilogram from 40.85 Pounds (US$59.73) per kilogram. The 
specific excise tax on hand-rolling tobacco was raised by 15 percent to 40.60 
Pounds (US$59.36) per kilogram from 35.40 Pounds (US$51.76) per kilogram. The 
SPette duty on other tobacco remains unchanged at 24.95 Pounds (US$36.48) per 
kilogram. 


The tax increase from this year's budget will result in a further decline in 
Cigarette sales. In spite of the fact that the pound per pack psychological 
barrier was breached last year, this year's tax increase is nearly twice the 
current rate of inflation of 5.3 percent, and negates the less-than-inflation 
tax increases of the past two years. Cigar and hand-rolling tobacco sales 
will also suffer with the tax increases of those products. 


West German tobacco taxes may increase under a plan currently being 
discussed to ease the tax burden on German families. The government plans 
to alter the progressive structure of the income tax -- a move that could 
reduce tax revenues by an estimated $9.75 billion. Politicians and tax 
experts intend to offset these revenue losses by increasing indirect taxes 
and reducing subsidies. Tobacco taxes, which were increased 32 percent 
during 1982, may increase another 10 percent according to recent press 
articles. This would generate an additional $390 million in tax revenue. 


The Federal Ministry of Finance has indicated that the German cigarette tax 
structure will also be altered with this round of tax increases. The 
current German cigarette tax -- amounting to 95 percent of the total tobacco 
tax of $5.74 billion in 1983 -- consists of two components: A specific tax 
of $2.20 per 100 cigarettes, and an ad valorem tax of 31.5 percent of the 
per pack sales price. Calculated on the basis of the main category price of 
$1.36 per pack of 19, the specific component covers 42 percent and the 
proportional component covers 58 percent of the total tobacco tax burden on 
cigarettes. The German Federal Ministry of Finance favors a reduction of 
the specific tax component to not more than 35 percent. The result of such 
an action may be that lower priced cigarettes will take a larger share of 
the market by replacing higher priced cigarettes which have traditionally 
used more U.S. tobacco. 


Generic cigarette share of the West German market has stabilized at about 5 
percent after peaking at 10 percent late in 1982. The market share for low 
price brand name cigarettes fell from 31 percent in May 1983 to 13 percent 
by the end of the year. This was due primarily to a 5-percent price 
decrease for traditional brands (currently priced at $1.36 to $1.40 per 
packet of 19) and an increase of the low price brands to $1.29 to $1.33 per 
pack of 19. Total cigarette consumption in 1983 is estimated at 139.9 
billion cigarettes, still roughly 6 billion below the 1981 level. These 
figures include the estimated duty and tax free imports from neighboring 
countries (9 billion in 1983) and an estimated 17.3 billion roll-your-own 
Cigarettes. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The Government of Spain has announced a series of measures to further 
stimulate the production of non-fermented burley and flue-cured leaf 
tobacco. These measures are aimed at reducing growing surpluses of 
fermented burley tobacco while increasing domestic supplies of non-fermented 


and flue-cured tobacco, used for the production of American-blend 
Cigarettes. In 1983, 96-97 percent of Spain's 38,658-ton burley crop was 
fermented tobacco--for use in dark-type cigarette and cigar manufacture. 
Production of flue-cured tobacco, in 1983, totaled 4,726 tons. 


Under the new regulations, an E-type burley leaf, which corresponds to 
burley leaf used for American blended cigarettes, has been introduced into 
Spain's tobacco classification. This tobacco type will be produced only 
from seed provided by the National Tobacco Cultivation and Fermentation 
Service (NICFS), and cured and processed under contracts between the NTCFS 
and individual growers. The NICFS is authorized to produce a maximum of 
2,500 tons of the E-type burley leaf in 1984. The NTCFS is also authorized 
to increase 1984 flue-cured (type-D) production by 3,000 tons. 


New concessions for production of D-type flue-cured or E-type burley will 
entail a government subsidy of 100 pesetas (US$.68) and 40 pesetas (US$.27), 
respectively, for each kilogram of fermented burley being replaced. 


South Africa's 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 30,900 tons, 21-percent 
below last year's 39,335-ton crop. The flue-cured crop is expected to total 
21,600 tons, down 17 percent, while burley output is forecast at 2,400 tons, 
down 47 percent. The oriental tobacco crop is forecast at 1,200 tons, down 
6 percent. Production of other tobacco types--light air-cured and dark 
air/sun-cured--is expected to total 5,700 tons, down 23 percent. The 
reduced production prospects are due to a severe drought and corresponding 
irrigation water supply problems which have combined to lower yields as well 
as total tobacco area. 


Thailand's 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 93,000 tons, unchanged from last 
year's record harvest. Yields, which are expected to be improved from last 
year, completely offset an estimated 5-percent drop in tobacco area. The 
1984 flue-cured crop is expected to total 53,000 tons, up 5 percent, which 
would be the largest crop since 1980. Burley output, however, is forecast 
at 20,500 tons, down 5 percent from last year's record crop. This expected 
downturn in Thai burley production comes after several year's of sharp 
increases; burley production in 1983 was almost 150 percent above 1981 
Output. The unfavorable production prospect for burley tobacco is 
attributed to a decline in grower prices which has reduced area by 7 percent. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
February 1984 were 19,409 tons, valued at $131 million, up 10 percent in 
quantity from February 1983. Italy was the leading market taking 4,318 
tons, followed by Spain--3,639 tons, Japan--2,477 tons, and Thailand--2,189 
tons. 


Cumulative exports for the January-February 1984 period were 38,726 tons 
valued at $243.5 million, up 34 percent in quantity and 45 percent in value 
from the same period in 1983. The major market for the period was Spain 
taking 6,145 tons followed by Italy--5,282 tons, Thailand--4,408 tons, West 
Germany--4,200 tons, and Japan--2,722 tons. 
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Flue-cured tobacco exports for February 1984 were 9,806 tons valued at $63.5 
million, down 25 percent from February 1983. For the January-February 1984 
period, flue-cured exports were 22,192 tons, up 13 percent from a year ago. 
Major destinations were Spain--4,987 tons, Thailand--3,335 tons, West 
Germany --2,533 tons, Italy--2,448 tons, and Taiwan--2,117 tons. 


Burley tobacco exports were 6,506 tons valued at $50 million during February 
>» a jump oO percent from February 1983. Increased exports to Japan, 
Italy, and Thailand accounted for the large increase. Cumulative exports 
for January-February 1984 were 8,838 tons valued at $68.6 million, up 225 
percent from the 1983 level. Major markets were Japan--2,477 tons, 
Italy--2,27/7 tons, West Germany--1,286 tons, and Thailand--1,074 tons. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (other than flue-cured and burley), for 
January-February 1984 were 7,696 tons, valued at $32.5 million, up 17 
percent in quantity from the same period in 1983. Exports of 
Kentucky/Tennessee dark fire cured increased 44 percent to 1,738 tons. The 
exports of stems, trimmings and scrap, which accounted for 47 percent of 
exports of other types, decreased 12 percent to 3,651 tons. 


U.S. cigarette exports during February 1984 were 4.4 billion pieces valued 
at $82.5 million, down 25 percent from the February 1983 level. During 
January-February 1984, cigarette exports were 8.1 billion pieces, valued at 
$154.6 million, down 29 percent in quantity from the same period in 1983. 
Leading markets for U.S. cigarettes during the first two months of 1984 were 
Japan--1.28 billion pieces, Saudi Arabia--1.15 billion pieces, and Belgium- 
Luxermbourg--1.06 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during February 1984 were 20,892 tons valued at $65.7 million, up 68 percent 
in quantity from February 1983. The large increase came in the cigarette 
leaf stemmed category. 


Cumulative imports for January-February 1984 were 34,912 tons valued at 
$103.7 million, up 30 percent in quantity from a year ago. Cigarette leaf 
imports increased 71 percent with the cigarette leaf stemmed category and 
burley leaf (unstemmed) accounting for the increase. Leading sources were 
Turkey--8,492 tons, Dominican Republic--2,890 tons, Guatamala--2,872 tons, 
Greece--2,8/72 tons, and Brazil--2,059 tons. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during February 1984 rose 39 percent from last February to 25,204 tons 
valued at $84.9 million. Cumulative imports for the January-February 1984 
dropped 12 percent to 41,455 tons at $133.1 million.

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WORLD TOBACCO SITUATION 
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SUMMARY 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during March 1984 were down 7 percent 
from March 1983 to 19,852 tons. Even with this drop however, cumulative 
exports for the first three months of 1984 were 58,579 tons valued at $369 
million, an increase of 16 percent in quantity from a year ago. U.S. 
unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption for January-March 1984 were 
53,274 tons valued at $159 million, up 28 percent in quantity from the same 
period in 1983. : 


Canadian domestic tobacco consumption in 1983 dropped 3 percent from the 1982 
level. Korean leaf exports rose 4 percent in 1983 to 32,643 tons. 
Yugoslavia's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 are estimated at 28,000 tons, an 
increase of 12 percent from 1982. Zimbabwe's tobacco auctions opened 

April 10, 1984, with prices averaging 1.46 Z dollars (US£1.30) per kilogram. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Ecuador's cigarette production in 1983 is estimated at 249 million packs, up 
4 percent from a year earlier. Blond filters account for &7 percent of 
production, black tobacco cigarettes, for 10 percent; and blond non-filters, 
for the remaining 3 percent. It is estimated that approximately 1 percent of 
consumption comes from clandestine imports while about 6 percent of the 
country's production leaves the country as contraband exports. As a result 
of the almost yearly price increases decreed by the government, the trend is 
tcward more consumption of lower priced domestic brands instead of 
international brands. 


Finland's cigarette, cigar, and snuff sales increased during 1983, which was 
in spite of two separate price increases of 5 and 5.9 percent during the 
year. Cigarette sales increased by 200 million pieces to 7,119 million; 
cigar and cigarillo sales, by 9.2 million pieces to 56.5 millions. and snuff 
sales, by .3 tons to 44.5 tons. However, pipe tobacco sales continued their 
downward trend, from 900.4 tons to 874.4 tons. 


Leaf tobacco imports into Finland in 1983 totaled 5,708 tons, down 3.7 
percent from 1982. The U.S. share of imports increased from 42.1 to 47.8 
percent. Brazil and Turkey were the other major suppliers with a 17 percent 
and a 6-percent share, respectively. 


In France, foreign tobacco purchases during 1983 by SEITA, the French tobacco 
manufacturer monopoly, rose to 35,700 tons, up 23 percent from the 1982 
level. This increase was due to higher imports of dark air-cured tobacco, 
while light tobacco purchases totaled 4,000 tons, unchanged from 1982. 
Imports of flue-cured and burley tobacco from the United States amounted to 
1,300 tons in 1983, about the same volume as in previous years. 


French cigarette production declined slightly in 1983, while consumption rose 
almost 2 percent relative to 1982. Sales of American-type cigarettes, mostly 
imported, increased 12 percent, while dark cigarette sales dropped 5 percent. 
"Blond" cigarettes represented 43 percent of cigarette consumption in 1983, 
compared with 39 percent in 1982. 


According to the Japan Tobacco and Salt Public Corporation (JTS), Japanese 
cigarette sales for February 1984 were up 2.6 percent over February 1983 to 
22.2 billion pieces. For the January-February period, cigarette sales were 
up 1.1 percent to 43.6 billion pieces. Domestic cigarettes, which represent 
97.86 percent of sales, were up .7 percent. Imported cigarettes increased 
22.2 percent to 931 million pieces. U.S. cigarettes accounted for 97 percent 
of total imported cigarettes. 


Spain's cigarette production in 1984 is expected to show a sharp increase 
Over 1983 as result of growing demand for American-blend cigarettes. Dark 
cigarette output continues to drop. The Spanish tobacco monopoly is 
refurbishing at l’east three of its dark cigarette plants to produce 
American-blend cigarettes, bringing the total number of plants manufacturing 
light cigarettes to five. The remaining eight plants will continue to 
produce dark cigarettes and cigars. 


The Soviet Union's 1983 cigarette and papirosy production totaled 369 billion 
pieces, 9.7 billion pieces above 1982. In 1984, the plan is for 382 billion 
cigarettes and papirosy to be manufactured. 


The Government of Turkey announced a 50-percent "production tax on imported 
cigarette effective April 20, 1984. This is in addition to the 25-percent 
import duty. This revision is the third change in the foreign cigarette 
production tax since December 29, 1983. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


Although Canadian tobacco production in 1983 recovered from the poor outturn 
of 1982, total domestic consumption of unmanufactured tobacco in 1983 slipped 
3 percent from the 1982 level. The decline reflects reduced utilization of 
flue-cured tobacco for cigarette production. In the face of escalating 
retail cigarette prices and increased consumer awareness of smoking-related 
nealth risks, domestic cigarette production decreased 7 percent from the 1982 
level to about 63.9 billion pieces in 1983. In addition, Canadian exports of 
unmanufactured tobacco fell from 28,403 tons in 1982 to 23,962 tons in 1983. 
Exports to the United Kingdom--Canada's most important export market--dropped 
from 12,261 tons in 1982 to 8,313 tons in 1983. 


The downward trend in Canadian cigarette production and sales is expected to 
continue in 1984 and further declines in domestic consumption and exports of 
unmaufactured tobacco are anticipated. In light of the grim prospects for 
1984, the Canadian Tobacco Manufacturers’ Council has proposed a 1984 
flue-cured production target of about 65,000 tons for the province of Ontario 
as opposed to 97,522 tons in 1983. The province accounts for 90 percent of 
total Canadian flue-cured production. 


Korea's 1983 leaf exports were 32,643 tons, up 4 percent from the 1982 
level. The increase was largely due to the substantial increase in burley 
sales. Burley exports were 15,339 tons in 1983 compared with 12,005 tons in 
1982. The share of burley of total leaf exports has increased considerably 
in recent years as quality has improved. The United States took 44 percent 
of Korean burley exports in 1983. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports were 17,304 tons in 1983 down 11 percent from the 
1982 level. The drought-reduced 1982 crop and increased competition in major 
markets accounted for the decline. The United Kingdom, West Germany, Italy, 
and the Netherlands accounted for 69 percent of total exports. 


No imports of burley or flue-cured tobacco were made curing 1983. The Office 
of Monopoly continues its efforts to reduce import requirements by 
substituting domestic leaf. 


Yugoslavia's leaf tobacco exports during 1983 are estimated at 28,000 tons, 
compared with 25,000 tons in 1982. The increase in leaf tobacco exports 
resulted from a strong export promotion policy designed to earn hard 
currencies. In 1984, exports are forecast at 28,500 tons, given somewhat 
greater supplies. 


Cigarette exports in 1983 are estimated to have dropped to 8,800 tons from 
9,327 tons in 1982. In 1984, cigarette exports are forecast at 9,000 tons, 
up slightly from 1983 due to higher demand, especially in the Soviet Union, 
Poland, and Czechoslovakia. 


Zimbabwe's flue-cured tobacco auction opened April 10, 1984. During the 
first two days of sales, 832 tons were sold at an average price 1.46 Z 
dollars (US$1.30) per kilogram. During the first week of sales in 1983 the 
average price was 1.45 Z dollars (US$1.50) per kilogram. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
March were 19,852 tons, valued at $126 million, down 7 percent in quantity 
from last March. Italy was the leading market taking 4,491 tons, followed by 
Spain--3,146 tons, Japan--2,592 tons, and Thailand--2,194 tons. 


January-March exports were 58,579 tons valued at $369 million, up 16 percent 
in quantity and 22 percent in value from the same period in 1983. Leading 
markets were Italy--9,774 tons, Spain--9,291 tons, Thailand--6,602 tons, West 
Germany--5,517 tons and Japan--5,314 tons. 


March Flue-cured tobacco exports were 9,235 tons valued at $61 million, down 
4.6 percent in quantity from March 1983. Exports were 31,427 tons valued at 
$203 million for January-March, up 7 percent from a year ago. Spain was the 
leading market taking 7,072 tons followed by Italy--4,840 tons, 
Thailand--4,455 tons, and West Germany--3,293 tons. 


Burley tobacco exports during March were 6,725 tons valued at $48 million, a 
decline of 7 percent in quantity from March 1983. Cumulative exports for 
January-March were 15,562 tons, an increase of 56 percent in quantity from a 
year ago. Major markets were Japan--4,845 tons, Italy--4,376 tons and 
Thailand--2,147 tons. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (excluding flue-cured and burley) for 
January-March were 11,590 tons valued at $49 million, an increase of 5 
percent from the same period in 1983. Exports of stems, trimmings, and scrap 
totaled 6,672 tons valued at $13.6 million, while Kentucky-Tennessee dark 
fire-cured tobacco exports were 2,091 tons valued at $9.6 million. 


U.S. cigarette exports during March were 4.9 billion pieces valued at $94 
million, an increase of 15 percent from March 1983. Cumulative exports for 
January-March were 13 billion pieces valued at $248.6 million, down 17 
percent from a year ago. Leading markets during the time period were 
Belgium-Luxembourg--2 billion pieces, Japan--1.65 billion pieces, 

Saudi Arabia--1.64 billion pieces, and Hong Kong--1.29 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during March were 18,363 tons valued at $55 million, up 20 percent in 
quantity from March 1983. 


January-March imports were 53,274 tons valued at $159 million, a jump of 28 
percent from the same period in 1983. The large increase came in the stemmed 
cigarette leaf category into which N.S.P.F. imports were reclassified 
beginning in August, 1983.. The leading sources for imports were 
Turkey--13,612 tons, Guatemala--4,910 tons, Greece--4,123 tons, Brazil--3,905, 
tons and Dominician Republic--3,849 tons. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during March were 16,956 tons valued at $54 million, down 19 percent 
from March 1983. For January-March, general imports were 58,411 tons valued 
at $187 million, down 14 percent from a year ago.

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SUMMARY 


World unmanufactured tobacco production in 1984 is forecast at 5.9 million 
tons, slightly below last year's crop and 14 percent below the record crop 
produced in 1982. Both flue-cured and oriental production are expected to be 
down in 1984. In contrast, 1984 burley production is estimated to be up 12 
percent from last year. 


China, the world's largest tobacco producer, is expected to produce a crop at 
about the same level as in 1983. Increased production prospects in United 
States, Indonesia, Greece, Zimbabwe, Yugoslavia and Argentina will likely 
offset expected smaller crops in India, Brazil, the Soviet Union, Japan, 
South Korea and Thailand. 


Leaf tobacco exports were down in many countries in 1983 due to sluggish 
world demand. Exports fell from India, Italy, Thailand and Turkey. In 
contrast, exports of leaf from Brazil increased in 1983. 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports in April 1984 were 15,014 tons valued at 
$98 million, down 26 percent from April 1983. Exports during January-April 
1984 were 73,593 tons valued at $467 million, an increase of 4 percent in 
volume from January-April, 1983. April 1984 imports for consumption into the 
U.S. were 12,715 tons valued at $39.9 million, a decrease of 35 percent from 
April 1983. Cumulative duty-paid imports for January-April were 65,990 tons 
valued at $198.9 million, up 8 percent from last year. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Belgium's consumption of unmanufactured tobacco in 1983 declined 3 percent. 
The main reason for the reduction was higher retail prices for tobacco 
products in relation to modest income rises. Belgium's total sales of 
cigarettes fell 10 percent in 1983. This significant reduction is attributed 
to the drop in domestic consumption, coupled with reduced "border sales" -- 
mostly to West Germany. A substantial number of Belgium cigarette smokers 
shifted last year to "roll-your-own" cigarettes. The tax share of total 
domestic retail prices for cigarettes was 70.6 percent during 1983. 


The EC Council has decided to extend the second stage of the tobacco tax 
harmonization to Dec. 31, 1985, rather than to Dec. 31, 1984 as proposed by 
the Commission. 


Japan's leaf tobacco consumption fell 2.5 percent in JFY 1983 because of a 
decline in total cigarette consumption and increase in the market share for 
imported cigarettes. The main reasons for the decline in cigarette 
consumption were a price increase and concern about the health affects of 
smoking. A poll taken by Japan Tobacco and Salt Corportation (JTS) in May 
1983, soon after the price hike, showed a sharp decline in the number of 


smokers and a smaller decline in the average number of pieces consumed per 
smoker. 


Stocks of domestic leaf remain high. To reduce stocks, JTS is increasing 
leaf exports and reducing leaf imports, particularly imports from other Asian 
nations that supply leaf similar to Japanese leaf. Imports from the United 
States are expected to remain at current levels of nearly 50,000 tons 
annually. 


The Government of Nigeria has announced new tariffs and excise taxes to 
protect local industry, reduce unemployment and generate more revenue from 
the non-oil sector. The following tobacco categories previously subject to 
specific rates of duty, now attract ad valorem rates of duty:

The United Kingdom tobacco consumption declined again during 1983, although 
not as much as one might have expected given the general economic condition 
and the increase in tobacco taxation. Cigarette consumption is estimated to 
have declined less than one percent, while pipe and hand rolling tobacco 
consumption dropped over six percent. The 1984 budget provides for a ten 
pence per pack increase, compared to the three pence price increase in 1983. 
Cigarette consumption is expected to decline again in 1984. Flue-cured 
tobacco imports, accounting for the majority of United Kingdom's tobacco 
consumption, will remain stagnant during 1984. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


Brazil's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 were 176,828 tons, valued at US$465 
million. This compares with 165,718 tons, valued at US$471 million exported 
in 1982. Exports in 1984 are forecast to drop to approximately 163,000 tons 
due to reduced supplies relative to weak demand worldwide. 


In 1983, the United States was the major destination for Brazilian exports 
with 41,600 tons, down from the 50,000 tons in 1982. Other leading markets 
were the United Kingdom, West Germany, the Netherlands and Spain. 


Brazilian cigarette consumption has declined each year since 1981. The drop 
in cigarette consumption during recent years is attributed to the sharp 
increase in cigarette prices and a slump in the economy. Prices increased 
during the two years from January 1982 to January 1984 by 450 percent while 
real per capita income was falling. Brazil cigarette taxes are among the 
highest in the world. Taxes currently account for 76 percent of the price of 
cigarettes. 


India's exports of unmanufactured tobacco during 1983 totaled &3,482@ tons, 
down 14.7 percent in quantity from 1982. Flue-cured exports accounted for 79 
percent of the quantity and 89 percent of the value of tobacco exports in 
1983. The Soviet Union, with an offtake of 31,745 tons, was the single 
largest buyer of Indian tobacco in 1983 for the fourth year in succession; 
however, Soviet imports declined 27 percent in 1983. Exports to the United 
Kingdom in 1983 increased 1.3 percent to 20,223 tons making: the UK the second 
largest market for Indian tobacco. 


Exports in 1984 are estimated to be around 80,000 tons, because of 
continuation of sluggish overseas demand. So far in 1983, the Soviet Union 
has purchased only 21,000 tons, with some indications of further purchases to 
be made later in the year. 


Italy's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 dropped 17 percent in volume from 1982, 
due to lower shipments of burley and oriental tobacco. Stronger competition 
from other countries, mainly Malawi, should again affect burley exports in 
1984. Better prospects remain for lower grades, following the trend from the 
largest tobacco manufacturers in Europe to increase the use of less costly 
low-quality tobacco in their blends. 


Italian leaf tobacco imports in 1983 rose 12.5 percent to 34,522 tons. More 
than half of the total leaf imports were flue-cured tobacco; the remainder 
was burley and minor quantities of oriental tobaccos. Imports from the 
United States totaled 15,570 tons, up 29 percent from 1982. U.S. tobacco 
shipments to Italy are expected to remain unchanged in 1984. 


Thailand's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 were 35,245 tons, down seven percent 
from the 1982 level. Exports of flue-cured tobacco were 19,857 tons, a 
slight drop from the previous year's exports. The decline was mainly 
attributed to reduced purchases by China and West Germany -- the two most 
important markets for Thai flue-cured tobacco. 


Burley exports in 1983 were 8,692 tons compared to 11,982 tons exported in 
1982. Smaller exports of burley were attributable primary to the world-wide 
economic recession and its affect on the buying patterns among several of 
Thailand's major customers. 


Thai leaf imports in 1983 totaled 4,579 tons, compared with 12,820 tons in 
1982. The U.S. supplied 89 percent of Thailand's leaf imports. Foreign 
exchange restraints and obligations to buy more domestic leaf were factors 
limiting imports in 1983. Imports in 1984 are estimated at 9,200 tons, 
reflecting the need to replenish depleted foreign stocks. : 
Turkey's unmanufactured tobacco exports in 1983 amounted to 69,528 tons 
compared with 104,908 tons in 1982. The decline in exports was due to lower 
purchases by the United States and the Soviet Union. The United States 
continues to be Turkey's largest customer taking 56 percent of total tobacco 
exports in 1983 compared with 48 percent in 1982. 


The government has liberalized Turkey's trade and the importation of many 
items, including cigarettes, has been permitted. the Monopoly, which is the 
country's sole cigarette manufacturer, has been permitted to import 
cigarettes for the first time. Total imports may amount to 10,000 tons, 
two-thirds of which would be of U.S. origin. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
April 1984 were 15,014 tons valued at million, down percent from 
April 1983. Leading destinations were Italy--2,476 tons, Spain--2,386 tons, 
West Germany--2,001 tons and the United Kingdom--1,581 tons. 


For January-April 1984, exports were 73,593 tons valued at $467 million, an 
increase of four percent in quantity and 12 percent in value from a year 
earlier. Italy was the leading market taking 12,250 tons followed by 
Spain--11,677 tons, West Germany--7,518 tons, Thailand--6,602 tons, and 
Japan--5,314 tons. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports in April were 9,747 tons valued at $68.8 million, 
a jump of 41 percent in quantity from April 1983. Exports were 41,174 tons 
valued at $272 million for January-April, up 14 percent in quantity from a 
year ago. 


Burley tobacco exports during April were 2,459 tons valued at $17.6 million, 
a decline of 68 percent in quanity from April 1983. Cumulative exports for 
January-April were 18,021 tons valued at $134 million, up one percent in 
quantity from the same period in 1983. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (excluding flue-cured and burley) for 
January-April were 14,398 tons valued at $60.7 million, down 13 percent in 
quantity from last year. Exports of stems dropped 25 percent, while 
Kentucky-Tennessee fire-cured tobacco exports were down 23 percent. 


U.S. cigarette exports during April were 5.08 billion valued at $94.9 
million, an increase of 17 percent from April 1983. Cumulative exports for 
January-April were 18.1 billion pieces, valued at $343.5 million, down nine 
percent from a year ago. Leading markets for the time period were 
Belgium-Luxembourg--3.2 billion pieces, Japan--2.6 billion pieces, 

Hong Kong--1.96 billion pieces and Saudi Arabia--1.9 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during April were 12,715 tons valued at $40 million, down 35 percent in 
quantity from April 1983. Cumulative January-April imports were 65,990 tons 
valued at $199 million, up 8 percent from the same period in 1983. 


Imports for consumption are currently forecast at 195,000 tons, down 18 
percent from the 239,178 tons imported during 1983. The 1983 import figure 
was influenced by the surge in imports prior to the Aug. 28, 1984, 
reclassification of machine-threshed tobacco from the category TSUS 170.80

("Tobacco, manufactured or not manufactured, not specifically provided for") 
to the category TSUS 170.35 ("cigarette leaf, stemmed"). Imports in August 
alone totaled 66,022 tons. The graph below illustrates the abnormal import 
pattern of 1983. 


U.S. IMPORTS FOR CONSUMPTION

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The 1984 import projection for duty-paid imports reflects actual import levels 
during the first 4 months of the calendar year, declining U.S. cigarette 
output, and the large supplies of duty-paid stocks believed to be held by 
manufacturers as a result of the heavy clearances in August 1983. 
Historically, imports for consumption show little seasonality as manufacturers 
clear the leaf as it is needed for manufacture. Therefore the projection is 
based on the assumption that imports will continue at about the same rate as 
they have for the first one third of the year. The 1984 projection is 6 
percent above the 1982 import level. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during April were 20,124 tons, valued at $68 million, down 8 percent 
from April 1983. For January-April, general imports were 78,535 tons, valued 
at $256 million, down 13 percent from the volume imported during the same 
period last year. 


General imports for CY 1984 are projected at 185,000 tons, 11 percent below 
1983. Factors affecting the projection are, the import level during the first 
four months of the year and the lower rate of U.S. consumption forecast for 
1984. Unlike duty-paid imports, general imports are somewhat seasonal with 
arrivals generally heavier during the first half of the calendar year. The 
assumption, therefore is that imports during the last half of the year will be 
substantially below the first half.

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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD TOBACCO PRODUCTION 
SUMMARY 


WORLD 1984 total unmanufactured tobacco production is forecast at 5.9 million 
metric tons (farm-sales weight basis), marginally below last year's crop and 
nearly 14 percent below the record 6.9 million-ton crop produced in 1982. 
World tobacco area, at 4.1 million hectares, is forecast at about 3 percent 
below last year's. Average tobacco yield, which is forecast at 451 tons per 
hectare, is slightly above last year's 429 tons per hectare. Harvest of 
flue-cured, and light air-cured tobacco are expected to be down in 1984. 
Oriental tobacco production is forecast slightly below last year's revised 
crop estimate of 948,387 tons, while production of dark air/sun-cured is 
forecast at about 7 percent below last year's crop. The 1984 dark air-cured 
cigar crop is expected to be nearly 5 percent below last year. In contrast, 
the 1984 world burley crop is forecast at 723,000 tons, up 12 percent from 
last year, largely due to an anticipated sharp production increase in the 
United States. Production of dark fire-cured tobacco is expected to be up 10 
percent from last season because of larger crops projected for the United 
States, Poland and Malawi. 


China, the world's largest tobacco producer, is expected to produce a crop of 
about the same magnitude as last year's 1.4 million tons. Restrictions on 
total area planted will continue to exist in an attempt to avoid large 
surpluses. Chinese officials will also continue to emphasize improvement in 
the quality of tobacco. On the other hand, the U.S. crop is anticipated to 
total about 15 percent above last year's output. Increased production in 
Indonesia, Greece, Zimbabwe, Yugoslavia, Argentina and South Africa should be 
offset by projected decreases in India, Brazil, the Soviet Union, Japan, the 
Republic of Korea and Thailand. 


Production by Leaf Type 


Preliminary data indicate that the 1984 world flue-cured tobacco crop will be 
in line with last year's level of 2.9 million tons. Output in the two 
largest producing countries, China and the United States, is expected to be 
close to last year's level. In Canada, the 1984 flue-cured crop is expected 
to be about one-fifth below last year's outturn due to area decreases, high 
stock levels, and unfavorable market prospects. Output is projected to 
decline in India as a result of a sharp cutback in area. Lower output is 
also forecast for Japan and Korea. Despite excessive rains and hot weather 
during the latter part of the growing season in South Brazil, the flue-cured 
crop managed to increase 3 percent above last year. The quality of the 
flue-cured crop is below average but better than last year's crop which was 
plagued by rain throughout the growing season. Higher production in Zimbabwe 
is largely due to a 10-percent increase in area. The third consecutive year 
of drought appears to have had no adverse impact on quality. 


The 1984 world burley crop is forecast at 723,000 tons, up 12 percent from 
last year. Production in the United States, the world's largest producer, is 
forecast to be about 40 percent above last year. Area is expected to be 
about 7 percent above the previous season. The 1984 Malawi crop is estimated 
down 29 percent from last season due to a 37-percent decrease in area. 
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Strict production controls have been imposed not only in an attempt to reduce 
exceptionally high stock levels but also to prevent depressed burley tobacco 
prices. In Mexico, output is also expected to be down 8 percent from last 
year due to cold weather and rains. Brazilian production, however, should 
register an increase of about 5 percent. 


The 1984 world oriental tobacco production is forecast at 944,000 tons, 
slightly below Tast year's outturn. Due to an area decrease, Turkey's crop 
is forecast down 8 percent from last year. Yugoslavia's oriental crop 
forecast is slightly below last year. 


World dark air/sun-cured tobacco production in 1984 is forecast at 919,000 
tons, 7 percent below the previous year. India's production is projected at 
20 percent below last year due to unfavorable support prices and a decline in 
area of approximately 4 percent. The Indian government is attempting to 
avoid repetition of the 1983 situation which resulted in excessive supplies 
and lower prices. Production in Poland is expected to be down 17 percent 
from last year as a result of the change in producer prices which are now 
favoring light tobaccos. French production is also expected to be down by 
about 9 percent as area continues to shift to lighter tobacco in response to 
increased consumer preference for these lighter types of tobacco. 


World dark air-cured cigar leaf production is expected to be about 5 percent 
below Tast year. The largest production decline is estimated for Brazil 
which experienced a 37 percent drop in cigar production due to drought in the 
northeast. Dark fire-cured tobacco production is forecast 10 percent above 
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last year due to anticipated increases in Poland and the United States.

COUNTRY/REGIONAL PRODUCTION 
NORTH AMERICA 


Tobacco production in North America is forecast up 9 percent in 1984. Tobacco 
crops are expected to be up sharply in the United States, down slightly in 
Mexico, and off sharply in Canada. Regional flue-cured production is forecast 
down 5 percent, with smaller crops expected in Canada and Mexico. The 
region's burley crop is forecast up 39 percent, with a sharp increase expected 
in U.S. output. 
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In the UNITED STATES, 1984 tobacco production is forecast up 15 percent from 
last year’s crop. U.S. tobacco production is expected to total 746,000 tons 
from an area of 321,930 hectares, with yields expected to average about 2.32 
tons per hectare. In 1983, tobacco production totaled 648,280 tons--the 
smallest crop since 1943--from an area of 319,364 hectares, with an average, 
drought-reduced yield of about 2.03 tons per hectare. at 


Production of flue-cured tobacco is forecast up slightly while production of 
burley is expected to be up sharply. The flue-cured crop is forecast at about 
the same level as last year's. The 1984 burley crop is forecast at 312,000 
tons, up 43 percent, with area expected to be up 7 percent and yields greatly 
improved from last year. Production of other light air-cured tobacco is 
forecast at 16,000 tons, down 7 percent. The dark air/sun-cured, dark 
air-cured cigar, and the dark fire-cured crops are forecast up 5 percent, down 
4 percent, and up 19 percent, respectively. 


CANADA'S 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 86,765 tons, 22-percent below last 
year’s harvest but up 24 percent from the frost-reduced 1982 crop. The return 
to a more normal production level in 1983 was met by a sharp decline in 
exports, weak domestic demand, and relatively high stock levels. These 
developments have set a somber tone for the Canadian tobacco industry in 1984. 


The Canadian Tobacco Manufacturers’ Council, in negotiations with the Ontario 
Flue-cured Tobacco Growers Marketing Board, has called for a sharp decline in 
the target production level and has warned that export potential is poor at 
present price levels. As a result, flue-cured output in 1984 is expected to 
total 85,000 tons, down 21 percent from 1983 outturn. About 90 percent of 
Canada's flue-cured crop is produced in southwestern Ontario. 


CARIBBEAN 


Tobacco production in the Caribbean in 1984 is expected to be up 20 percent 
from last season's output. CUBA'S 1984 tobacco crop is estimated at 46,000 
tons, up sharply from last year’s rain-reduced crop and up slightly from 1982 
Output. In the DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, this season's tobacco crop is estimated at 
27,600 tons, down 7 percent from Tast year's output. Area devoted to black 
tobacco continues to decline while area under light-leafed tobacco continues 
to increase. 


SOUTH AMERICA 
Tobacco production in South America is forecast up slightly from 1983. 


Expected production increases in Argentina, Paraguay, Venezuela and Chile are 
more than offset by declines in Brazil, Colombia and Ecuador. 


1/ Chances are 2 out of 3 that the outcome will be within 89,994 tons of this 
forecast.

ARGENTINA'S tobacco crop is estimated at 74,570 tons, up 2 percent from last 
season. Adverse weather conditions during the growing season reduced 
production of flue-cured tobacco, while generally favorable weather lead to a 
17-percent increase in the burley crop and a 22-percent increase in the dark 
air/sun-cured crop. The 1984 flue-cured crop is estimated at 41,000 tons, 
down 8.5 percent. 


BRAZIL'S 1984 tobacco crop is estimated at 373,000 tons, down slightly from 
Tast season's 378,000-ton crop. Tobacco yields in southern Brazil were hurt 
by rains followed by hot temperatures; however, production was still above 
last year's rain-reduced crop. The quality of the crop is better than last 
season but still below average. The 1984 flue-cured crop, which is grown in 
southern Brazil, is estimated at 242,000 tons, a 3-percent gain over last 
season, but still below the record 248,000-ton crop produced in 1982. In the 
northeastern part of the country, tobacco production was down due to drought. 


In COLOMBIA, this year's tobacco crop is expected to total 45,764 tons, down 3 
percent from last season. An oversupply of black tobacco has lead to a 
decline in area while relative increases in farm prices have tended to 
stimulate the production of flue-cured and burley tobaccos. 


EUROPEAN COMMUNITY 


In the European Community, tobacco production is forecast up & percent in 
1984. Tobacco crops are expected to be up sharply in Greece but little 
Changed in Italy and France. The regional flue-cured crop is expected to 
total 34,860 tons, up 19 percent from 1983. 


In GREECE, 1984 tobacco production is forecast at a record 135,000 tons, up 22 
percent from last year's drought-reduced crop. The oriental crop is expected 
to total about 113,000 tons, up sharply from last season. Burley production 
is expected to decline by about 17 percent, with more emphasis placed on 
improving leaf quality. 


ITALY'S tobacco crop is forecast at 146,000 tons, up marginally from last 
season's record harvest. Flue-cured and burley areas were up 15 percent and 8 
percent, respectively, in 1983. Grower prices for the 1984 crop continue to 


favor the production of flue-cured, burley, and light air-cured tobaccos. 


In FRANCE, tobacco production is expected to total 35,518 tons, down 
fractionally from last season. The 1984 flue-cured and burley crops are 
forecast at record highs--up 61 percent and 28 percent, respectively, from 
1983--while dark air/sun-cured production is expected to be down 9 percent. 
The increase in flue-cured and burley tobacco production is attributed to 
strong consumer preference for American-type, "blond" cigarettes and 
associated government policies. 


NON-EC WESTERN EUROPE 


Total tobacco production in Non-EC Western Europe is expected to be down 4 
percent in 1984. The decline is primarily due to a smaller expected crop in 
Spain, which typically accounts for about 90 percent of the region's total 
tobacco output. Be 


SPAIN'S 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 42,550 tons, 5 percent below last 
season's record crop. As a result of the Spanish Government's tobacco 
restructuring program, flue-cured production is expected to total about 8,000 
tons, up 69 percent. Total burley production is forecast at 33,000 tons, down 
15 percent; however, for the first time, Spain is expected to produce a 
relatively large quantity of nonfermented burley leaf. 


Spain's planned accession into the EEC is progressing, with the negotiations 
on agriculture now underway. However, no proposals on tobacco have been made 
public. Plans call for negotiations to be completed in 1984, with Spain's 
integration to begin in January 1986. 


EASTERN EUROPE 


Tobacco production in Eastern Europe is forecast up 1.5 percent from last 
season. The Polish crop is expected to be down slightly, whereas in 
Yugoslavia this year's crop is forecast above last season. 


POLAND'S 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 91,500 tons, down slightly from last 
year’s above-quality crop. Despite some persistent dryness, the flue-cured 
crop is forecast at 25,300 tons, up 53 percent, as higher producer prices are 
expected to substantially boost planted area. The dark air/sun-cured crop is 


expected to total 50,800 tons, down sharply from last year. 


In YUGOSLAVIA, tobacco area is forecast up sharply with production expected to 
total 83,000 tons, up 6 percent. The shift toward light tobaccos is expected 
to continue in 1984. The flue-cured crop is forecast at 25,000 tons, up 14 
percent, and the burley crop is forecast at 10,000 tons, up 43 percent. 


USSR 


In the Soviet Union, tobacco production is forecast at 367,000 tons, down 4 
percent from last season's record 381,000-ton crop. Tobacco crops in Moldavia 
and Azerbaijan, which together account for over one-half of total Soviet 
tobacco production, were well over plan in 1983 and lead the sharp increase in 
1983 output. This season's tobacco production target has been set at 362,000 
tons--excluding about 5,000 tons of dark air/sun-cured, Makhorka tobacco. 

Last season's crop was well above the target of 346,000 tons. 


AFRICA, EXCLUDING NORTH AFRICA 


Tobacco production in Africa, excluding North Africa, is expected to be up 4 
percent from 1983. Flue-cured production is estimated at 186,395 tons, 11 
percent above the previous year. Significant production increases are 
projected for Zimbabwe, South Africa and Malawi. Burley production is 
forecast at 43,488 tons, down 21 percent from last year. The production 
decrease is largely due to a sharp decrease in area in Malawi. 


Despite drought conditions, ZIMBABWE, Africa's largest tobacco producer, is 


expected to produce a crop of 115,000 tons, 16 percent above last year. 
Burley production could reach 5,500 tons due to a 16-percent increase in 
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area. The 1984 flue-cured crop is also expected to be up significantly, 
largely due to a 10-percent increase in area. Both the flue-cured and burley 
crops are reported to be of superior quality to the 1983 crops. 


MALAWI'S 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 62,000 tons, 13 percent below last 
year's record crop due to government imposed production controls. The 
government hopes the implementation of this measure will not only improve 
prices, but help to reduce excessively large stocks. The 1984 burley crop is 


expected to be down 29 percent from last year's record crop of 41,540 tons. 


SOUTH AFRICA'S 1984 tobacco crop is forecast at 39,930 tons, up 5 percent from 
last year. the 1984 flue-cured crop is also expected to be up 7 percent. 
Although South Africa has had two consecutive droughts, irrigation supplies 
appear adequate. 


ASIA 

1984 Asian tobacco production is forecast at 2,687,986 tons, down 5 percent 
from last year due to smaller crop prospects in India, Japan, the Republic of 
Korea and the Philippines. The regional flue-cured crop is estimated at 
1,713,684 tons, down 5 percent from last year as a result of lower crop 
prospects in India, Japan and the Republic of Korea. The burley crop is 
forecast at 88,283 tons, 8 percent below last year. 


CHINA'S 1984 tobacco crop is expected to be of the same magnitude as last 
season's 1,400,000 tons. In 1983, the Chinese government restricted tobacco 
production in an effort to reduce surplus stocks and improve quality. Since 
this policy is being retained in 1984, production is expected to be in line 
with last year. The flue-cured estimate is unchanged from last year's 
1,206,000 tons. 


INDIA'S tobacco crop is forecast at 450,000 tons, down 24 percent below the 
record outturn of 594,200 tons in 1983. All types of tobacco are expected to 
be down from a year ago, with the flue-cured crop showing the largest 
decrease. Due to a sharp cutback in area, the flue-cured crop is estimated at 
116,000 tons, 37 percent below the record 1983 crop of 184,000 tons. This 
year's projected lower output is the result of unfavorable prices, excessive 
stocks and sluggish export demand. 


Tobacco production in JAPAN is estimated at 129,900 tons, down 5 percent due 
to weather related factors and a surplus stock situation. In an effort to 
reduce production and raise quality, the Japan Tobacco and Salt Public 
Corporation (JTS) has tried over the last several years to encourage farmers 
to reduce fertilizer usage. 


In the REPUBLIC OF KOREA, tobacco production is forecast 90,000 tons, 11 
percent below Tast year's crop. Area is expected to be 6 percent below last 
year. Lower output is desired by the Office of Monopoly (OM) to reduce 
excessively high stock levels. 
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The 1984 PHILIPPINE tobacco crop is estimated at 82,670 tons, 10 percent below 
a year ago. The flue-cured crop is forecast at 40,000 tons, down 19 percent 
from last year due to the late arrival of rains which resulted in delayed 
plantings. Moreover, when the rains finally arrived, the distribution was 
uneven. Lower production is also forecast for burley (down 5 percent from 
last season) and oriental tobacco (down 3 percent from last year). 


Tobacco production in PAKISTAN is forecast at 74,980 tons, up 15 percent from 
last year's rain-damaged crop. The flue-cured crop is expected to register a 
34 percent increase, while the dark air/sun-cured crop is estimated to 
increase by 15 percent. The area is expected to be larger in 1984 due to 
increased requirements of tobacco companies. 


MIDDLE EAST 


Tobacco production in the Middle East is forecast at 266,831 tons, down 7 
percent from 1983 due to production declines of oriental tobacco in Turkey, 
Jordan and Israel. TURKEY'S tobacco production is estimated at 210,000 tons, 
down 8 percent from Tast year's harvest. 
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SUMMARY 


World cigarette production held stable in 1983 at 4,563 billion pieces. 
Higher cigarette taxes, the depressed world economy, and anti- 

smoking campaigns deterred larger production. Significant decreases in 
Cigarette output were recorded in the United States, the United Kingdom, 
India and the Philippines. Cigarette production in the European Community 
rose 1.6 percent, while other western European countries showed declines. 
Cigarette production in South American and Asian countries showed almost no 
change. A major drop in cigarette output occurred in the United States, 
Canada and Mexico. World cigarette exports dropped 1.8 percent, with lower 
shipments from the United States accounting for most of the decline. 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports in May 1984 were 12,500 tons valued at 
$79 million, a drop of 23 percent in volume from May 1983. Exports during 
January-May 1984 were 86,093 tons valued at $546.5 million, down 1 percent in 
quantity from last year. May 1984 imports for consumption were 12,049 tons 
valued at $37 million, a drop of 28 percent in quantity from May 1983. 
Cumulative duty-paid imports for January-May were 78,039 tons, about the same 
level as a year ago. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Australia's leaf imports during 1983 were 9,901 tons, down from 11,813 tons 
in 1982. Imports of U.S. origin in 1983 were 4,370 tons, compared with 5,139 
tons during 1982. Imports of cigarettes during 1983 were 656 tons, of which 
508 tons came from the United States. During 1982, imports of cigarettes 
were 812 tons, of which 623 tons came from the U.S. 


Australian exports of unmanufactured tobacco during 1982 were 536 tons of 
domestic leaf and 89 tons of re-exports. During 1982, exports included 666 
tons of domestic leaf and 60 tons of re-exports. 


Austria's unmanufactured tobacco imports during 1983 were 13,877 tons, an 
increase of 22 percent over the 1982 level. This reflects a substantial 
increase in manufacturers's requirements and is attributed to a rise in 
domestic demand for cigarettes. Although consumption of raw tobacco is 
expected to decline slightly during 1984, imports are likely to increase 


somewhat in order to replenish stocks reduced in 1983. 


After a temporary rise in tobacco imports from the United States during 1982, 
the long-term trend of decreasing purchases from the U.S. continued in 1983. 
However, the United States was Austria's major supplier with 1,180 tons 
followed by Italy with 1,100 tons. 


Denmark's unmanufactured imports during 1983 were 14,000 tons, with the U.S. 
supplying 65 percent, an increase of 21 percent compared with 1982. However, 
substantially reduced imports (down to 8,500 tons) are predicted from the 
U.S. for 1984. Imports from GSP countries, mainly Zimbabwe and Brazil, 
increased slightly in 1983. 


The chairman of Egypt ' s newly consolidated Public Sector Tobacco recently 
announced major cigarette export sales, highlighted by Egypt's first sale to 
Iraq, of 500 million pieces valued at U.S. $4 million. Reportedly Sudan will 
take 100 million pieces for $1 million. Egypt's 1984 cigarette exports are 
projected at 700 million pieces. 


Egypt is a major market for U.S. leaf tobacco, taking about 10,000 tons 
annually valued at U.S. $40 million. Neither Iraq nor the Sudan have taken 
significant quantites of cigarettes directly from the United States in recent 
years. 


Egypt's imports of cigarettes increased 5 percent to 243 million pieces in 
1983. The United States supplied 2.85 million pieces, compared with 3.7 
million pieces in 1982. The major suppliers were West Germany (151.2 
million) and the United Kingdom (59.7 million). The EC's share of Egypt's 
imports was 98.3 percent in 1983, up slightly from 98.0 percent in 1982. 


Japan's cigarette sales during the January - May 1984 period were 120.2 
billion pieces -- down 4.6 percent from the same period last year. Sales of 
imported cigarettes (mostly U.S.) were 2.3 billion pieces. The sale of 
imported brands was up 18 percent in the five-month period and now represents 
2 percent of the Japanese market. 


Kenya's tobacco imports are projected to decline to 30 tons of leaf tobacco 
used primarily for cigarette blending as Kenya becomes self-sufficient in 
tobacco production. Exports of leaf are projected to increase while 
cigarette exports will continue to rise to meet an expanding East African 
market. Domestic consumption is estimated to have increased at a modest 
level in 1983 to 4,735 tons. With rising production and a modest increase in 
consumption and exports, stocks are rising rapidly. This will add incentive 
for Kenya to increase exports of leaf tobacco and cigarettes in 1984. 


Malaysia's tobacco consumption fell sharply in 1983, reflecting the combined 
impact of higher cigarette prices due to drastically increased duties and 
excise taxes, depressed domestic economic conditions, and the government's 
anti-smoking campaign. The use of domestic flue-cured tobacco fell as a 
result of weather-related quality problems, decreased overall demand, and 
inroads of American-type blend cigarettes into the straight - Virginia 
Cigarette market. 


Tobacco imports in 1983 fell from 4,900 tons to 3,300 tons as a result of the 
consumption slump and the duty increases. The United States supplied all 
Malaysian tobacco imports in 1983, apart from small volumes from Thailand and 
the Philippines. With the anticipated shortfall in 1984 domestic tobacco 
production, imports are expected to reach 4,920 tons in 1984 and returning to 
their usual level of about 4,400 tons in 1985, 


The Spanish government has decreed (Royal Decree 983/1984 dated May 9, 1984) 
a five year (1985/86 - 1989/90) Restructuring Plan for Tobacco Production. 
The principal goal of the plan is to reduce production of fermented burley by 


28,750 tons by the end of the period and to replace it with an additional 
16,500 tons of light air-cured burley and 12,000 tons of flue-cured 
production. The objective is to improve self-sufficiency in the types of 
tobacco used to manufacture American-blend cigarettes, the type toward which 
Spanish consumption is trending. 


The government will provide subsidized credit and diversion payments to 
farmers to encourage the shift in production. 


The plan also establishes a schedule of mixing percentages to assure 
utilization of domestic tobacco in cigarettes manufactured by Tabacalera, the 
Spanish monopoly. Blended cigarettes manufactured under license must contain 
45 percent domestic tobacco in 1989; the percentage required in 1984 jis 16. 
Blends manufactured under license are required to contain 25 percent domestic 
tobacco in 1989 in contrast with 5 percent in 1984. 


The plan and mixing percentages could adversely affect tobacco imports. 


West Germany's consumption of unmanufactured tobacco during 1983 was 134,363 
tons, which was virtually the same as to the 134,270 tons consumed in 1982. 
Use of U.S. leaf dropped by 4.8 percent to 28,375 tons. Only slight 
fluctuations were observed in the shares of tobacco varieties in total leaf 
use. Oriental tobacco use continued to decline to 15.9 percent, burley use 
was up to 24.7 percent and flue-cured usage stagnated at 47.6 percent. 
Consumption of homogenized sheet tobacco in 1983 rose by 1,263 tons to 
10,863 tons. Overall stocks were reduced to a 15-16 months' supply, while 
stocks of U.S. tobacco were reduced to only a 14-15 months' duration. The 
reduction in stocks is a result of the tight financial situation facing the 
cigarette industry. It is not likely that stocks will increase significantly 
in the near future. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


Argentina's unmanufactured tobacco exports in 1983 increased to 29,156 tons, 
the highest level since 1975. Large supplies and aggressive late season 
export flows are responsible for the rise in exports. Flue-cured exports 
increased to 19,143 tons, while burley exports were 5,333 tons. The 

United States was Argentina's major tobacco purchaser last year. 
Unmanufactured tobacco exports in 1984 should drop somewhat given the lower 
supplies, the more unfavorable export demand situation, and the expected 
larger domestic demand. 


Tobacco consumption in 1983 is estimated to have increased to 36,800 tons, 
due to improved real income and the establishment of price controls over 
cigarettes. Consumption for 1984 should further increase. 


Indonesian exports in 1983 of unmanufactured tobacco were 24,176 tons, up 17 
percent from 1982. Cigar leaf exports were 14,385 tons with the major market 
being West Germany. Cigar leaf exports in 1982 were 10,771 tons. Flue-cured 
tobacco exports in 1983 were 9,791 tons, about the same level as 1982. The 
major markets for flue-cured were the United States--3,016 tons, the 
Netherlands--1,640 tons, France--1,840 tons, and Spain--1,344 tons. 


Imports of leaf into Indonesia were 13,525 tons, down 18 percent from the 
1982 level. All of the imports were flue-cured tobacco. The major sources 
of imports were China--6,254 tons, Brazil--1,611 tons, and United States-- 
1,485 tons. There was a 72 percent drop in the import of U.S. flue-cured 
tobacco between 1982 and 1983. This sharp decline was the result of several 
factors, the Indonesian flue-cured crop was above average quality in 1982 and 
1983, the government revalued the Rupiah in March 1983, and the strong U.S. 
dollar. 


Greece's exports in 1983 were 81,852 tons, up 12 percent from the 1982 

level. Oriental tobacco exports were 73,495 tons, at an average price of 
$2.38 per kilogram, while burley exports were 8,355 tons at an average price 
$2.80 per kilogram. The Soviet Union was the leading destination for Greek 
tobacco exports taking 15,970 tons, followed by the United States with 12,459 
tons and West Germany with 10,250 tons. 


Leaf imports in 1983 were 4,339 tons compared with 5,065 tons in 1982. The 
major sources of imported leaf were the Netherlands and West Germany. The 
major portion of U.S. origin tobacco that enters Greece from third countries 
is already blended. 


Mexico's leaf exports in 1983 were 16,000 tons, about 11 percent below the 

evel. Exports of leaf in 1984 should reach about the same level as 
1983. The United States was the major market in 1983 taking 6,171 tons 
valued at $12.1 million, followed by Japan with 2,275 tons valued at $3.3 
million. 


Mexico's domestic tobacco consumption in 1984 is estimated at 39,000 tons, 
down 2.5 percent from a year ago. The lower consumption reflects the smaller 
leaf crop and slightly declining demand as a result of the current 

recession. Also, cigarette price increases have resulted in some decline in 
tobacco consumption. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


On July 2, 1984, the Flue-Cured Tobacco Cooperative Stabilization Corporation 
announced a discount scheme for the 1976 through 1983 crop stabilization 


stocks. The discounts range from 60 percent on the 1976 crop to 10 percent 
on the 1982 and 1983 crops. The discounts would become effective only after 
trade purchases from the 1984 crop reached 720 million pounds. Purchasers of 
the 1984 crop would be allocated purchase credits which would entitle the 
holder to purchase 400 pounds of stabilization stocks at discounted prices 
for every 1000 pounds of 1984 crop purchases. Another condition of the plan 
is that for every pound of 1976 - 81 crop stocks purchased at the discount, a 
pound of 1982 - 83 crop stocks must also be purchased. Details of the plan 
can be obtained from the Flue-Cured Tobacco Cooperative Stabilization 
Corporation; P.O. Box 12300; Raleigh, NC 27605. 


On July 3, 1984, USDA announced the 1984 support prices for burley and six 
other kinds of tobacco. The levels of support for the various tobaccos are 
as follows (dollars per pound):

Dark air-cured (types 35-36) 1.057 
Sun-cured (type 37) 1.094

All the support prices are the same as the 1983 level with the exception of 
Puerto Rican cigar filler which was lowered from 90.9 cents to 74 cents per 
pound. 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook - U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
May 1984 were 12,500 tons valued at $79 million, a drop of 23 percent in 
volume from May 1983. Leading destinations during May were West Germany-- 
2,769 tons, Spain--2,002 tons, and Indonesia--1,551 tons. 


For January-May 1984, exports were 86,093 tons valued at $546.5 million, down 
1 percent in quantity, but 7 percent higher in value over the same period in 
1983. The leading markets were Spain--13,678 tons, Italy--12,342 tons, West 
Germany--10,287 tons, Thailand--6,602 and Japan 5,314 tons. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports in May were 6,218 tons valued at $42.9 million, 
down 11 percent in quantity from May 1983. Cumulative exports for January- 
May 1984 were 47,392 tons valued at $315 million, up 10 percent in quantity 
from last year. 


Burley tobacco exports during May were 3,509 tons valued at $23.9 million, a 
decline of 28 percent from May 1983. Exports were 21,531 tons valued at $158 
million for January-May, down 5 percent in quantity and 2 percent in value 
from a year ago. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (excluding flue-cured and burley) for 
January-May were 17,170 valued at $73 million, down 18 percent in quantity 
from last year. Stems exports were down 25 percent. Shipments of 
Kentucky-Tennessee fire-cured tobacco dropped 31 percent. 


U.S. cigarette exports during May were 3.56 billion pieces valued at $70.2 
million, a drop of 24 percent in quantity from May 1983. Cumulative exports 
for January-May were 21.7 billion pieces valued at $413.7 million, a decline 
of 12 percent in quantity and 5 percent in value. 


Leading markets for January-May were Belgium-Luxembourg--3.7 billion pieces, 
Japan--3.1 billion pieces, Saudi Arabia--2.5 billion pieces and Hong-Kong-- 
2.47 billion pieces. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 

Obacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") during 
May were 12,049 tons, valued at $37 million, a drop of 28 percent in quantity 
from May 1983. Cumulative January-May imports of 78,039 tons were about the 
same volume as a year ago. Major sources for import during the five months 
period were Turkey--21,278 tons, Brazil--6,342 tons, Guatemala--6,158 tons, 
Greece--6,007 tons, Dominican Republic--4,578 tons. 


Imports for consumption are forecast at 195,000 tons, down 18 percent from the 
239,178 tons imported during 1983. The 1983 import figure was influenced by 
the surge in imports prior to the August 28, 1984, reclassification of 
machine-threshed tobacco from the category TSUS 170.80 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category ‘tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") during May were 15,651 tons valued at $54 million, down 4.6 percent in 
volume from May 1983. Cumulative imports for January-May were 94,186 tons 
valued at $309.7 million, down 11 percent from last year.

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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD CIGARETTE PRODUCTION AND TRADE 
SUMMARY 


World cigarette production in 1983 was 4,563 billion pieces, near the 
year-earlier level. Excluding China, world cigarette production recorded a 
0.7-percent decrease in production. Higher cigarette taxes, the depressed 
world economy and continuing concerns about health and smoking deterred 
larger production. Decreased cigarette production was recorded in the United 
States, United Kingdom, India, Philippines and Japan. China, Soviet Union, 
West Germany, the Netherlands, Italy and Egypt expanded cigarette 

production. Major tax hikes affecting cigarettes during 1983 occurred in the 
United States, the United Kingdom, Canada, Brazil and India. 


Overall, cigarette production in the European Community rose 1.6 percent. 
This was largely due to increased production in West Germany and Italy which 
offset declines in the United Kingdom, France and Belgium. Other western 
European countries showed a decline of 3.8 percent. 


North American cigarette production fell 3.9 percent. U.S. production 
dropped 3.9 percent, while output in Canada and Mexico fell 6.1 percent and 
6.3 percent, respectively. 


Cigarette production in South American countries showed almost no growth. A 
decline of 2.3 percent in Brazil was offset by slight increases in Argentina, 
Columbia and Venezuela. The stagnation in South America's cigarette output 
is due to higher cigarette prices and continuing recession. 


Going against past trends, overall cigarette production in Asian countries 
during 1983 showed almost no growth, increasing only 0.4 percent. Major 
declines were recorded in India and the Philippines, these were offset by 
increased production in China, South Korea and Hong Kong. Japanese cigarette 
output in 1983 declined 1.2 percent. 


World cigarette exports during 1983 dropped 1.8 percent to 384,749 million 
pieces. U.S. cigarette exports accounted for most of the decline, dropping 
18 percent from the 1982 level. Increased exports during 1983 were recorded 
from West Germany and Bulgaria, while exports from the United Kingdom remain 
unchanged. 


United States - Cigarette production in the United States was 667 billion 
pieces, 3.9 percent below 1982. The drop is attributed to higher prices, 
largely resulting from increased Federal and State excise taxes. Per capita 
use by persons 18 and over fell to 3,494 cigarettes - down from 3,745 in 1982. 


Manufacturers raised wholesale cigarette prices three times in 1983. Retail 
prices rose 21 percent during 1983. However, the rate of increase slowed 
during the later part of the year. Retail prices are expected to rise 
further this year. 
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U.S. cigarette exports in 1983 were 60,700 million pieces, valued at $1.13 
billion, down 18 percent in quantity from 1982. The decline resulted from 
the strong dollar and poor economic conditions around the world. 


Canada - Canadian cigarette production fell sharply in 1983 from a year 
earlier as manufacturers adjusted output to lower demand. Higher retail 
prices and increased consumer awareness of smoking-related health risks 
resulted in a significant decline in the consumption of cigarettes in 1983. 
Higher retail prices reflecting increased cigarette taxes and high 
unemployment have caused an important shift in consumer habits. Sales of 
fine-cut tobacco (and papers) have increased significantly at the expense of 
manufactured cigarettes. 


Mexico - Cigarette production in 19€3 was 49,100 million pieces, down 6 
percent from the 1982 level. Increased retail prices during 1983 resulted in 
the decline in cigarette demand. In 1984, only a slight recovery is 
expected. There has been a change in consumer habits from high-priced light 
filter tip cigarettes to medium and low-priced dark leaf cigarettes without 
filters. However, a good many users are gradually readjusting to new retail 
prices for the higher quality brand of their original choice. 


Argentina - Cigarette production for 1983 was 34.6 billion pieces, up 6.5 
percent from the 1982 level. Improved incomes and price controls with 
cigarette prices lagging behind inflation resulted in cigarette sales 
recovering to more normal levels. In 1984, cigarette production is expected 
to increase to 36.2 billion pieces. 


Brazil - Brazilian cigarette production in 1983 was 129.2 billion pieces, a 
2-percent decline from the 1982 level. The drop in cigarette consumption in 
Brazil during recent years is attributed to sharp increases in cigarette 
prices and a slump in the economy. Prices increased 450 percent during the 
two years from January 1982 to January 1984, while real per capita income was 
falling. Brazil continues to apply one of the highest taxes on cigarettes in 
the world. Taxes account for 76 percent of the price of cigarettes. 

Domestic demand for tobacco products may drop again in 1984, 


Belgium- Cigarette production declined 2 percent in 1983-from the previous 
year's record-high level. The main reason for the reduction was higher 
retail prices for tobacco products in relation to modest income rises. 
Belgium's sales of cigarettes fell 10 percent in 1983. This significant 
reduction is attributed to the drop in domestic consumption, coupled with 
reduced "barder sales" -- mostly to West Germany. A substantial number of 
Belgium cigarette smokers shifted last year to "roll-your-own" cigarettes. 
The tax share of domestic retail prices for cigarettes was 70.6 percent 
during 1983. 


France - Cigarette production was 62,147 million pieces in 1983, a slight 
decrease compared to 1982. Unfiltered cigarette output accounted for 53 
percent of the total. French cigarette production has decreased steadily 
during the past five years. It peaked at 80,856 million pieces in 1978. The 
main reason for the decline in production has been the consumer shift in 
taste to imported "blond" cigarettes. 
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French cigarette consumption in 1983 was 87,915 million pieces, up 

2 percent from 1982, but unchanged from 1979. About 62 percent of the 
cigarettes consumed were domestically produced, compared with 91 percent in 
1976. In 1983, dark cigarette sales dropped 5 percent relative to 1982, 
while those of "blond" cigarettes rose 12 percent. "Blond" cigarettes in 
1983 accounted for 43 percent of cigarette consumption, versus 39 percent in 
1982. 


Greece - Cigarette production in Greece during 1983 was 25,855 million 
pieces, an increase of 5 percent from the 1982 level. Domestic production of 
blended cigarettes in 1983 continued the uptrend. Taking into account the 
opening of a price gap which occurred in February 1984 with new government 
prices for cigarettes and the fact that the major part of this segment is 
covered by licensed brands, it is expected that a moderation of their market 
share will result, with a positive impact to Greek-type cigarette output in 
the future. Oriental cigarettes represented 67.7 percent of domestic 
consumption, blended cigarettes represented 28.5 percent and imported 
cigarettes had a 4.8 percent market share. 


Italy - Cigarette production in 1983 increased to 83,672 million pieces, up 4 
percent from the 1982 level. Cigarettes accounted for 98.7 percent of 
domestic tobacco product output in 1983. Domestic-brand output in 1983 was 
74,658 million pieces, an increase of 5 percent over 1982, while production 
of foreign brands produced in Italy under license was 9,014 million pieces, 
down 1 percent from 1982. 


Italian cigarette imports in 1983 were 25,236 million pieces, down 4 percent 
from the previous year. About 69 percent of the imports came from West 
Germany, 21 percent from the Netherlands, and the remainder from other EC 
countries and Switzerland. 


Ireland - Cigarette production in 1983 dropped 10 percent to 7,274 million 
pieces. Reasons for the drop include the continuing decline in cigarette 
consumption, a sharp fall in cigarette exports, and a 14-percent growth in 
the "roll-your-own" market. Consumption fell in 1983 because of further tax 
increases, continuing recession and unemployment, and the trend to 
"roll-your-own" cigarettes. Excise taxes on tobacco products were raised 
three times during 1983. There was a substantial fall in cigarette exports 
to almost all destinations in 1983. 


West Germany - Cigarette output in 1983 recovered 5.2 percent to 155.9 
billion pieces. This is still 12,000 million cigarettes below the record 
output of 1981. The recovery was primarily a result of increased production 
for the export market. Indications are that production is not expected to 
change significantly in 1984. 


The share of filter tip cigarettes continued its steady upward trend reaching 


90.1 percent in 1983 compared with 89.4 percent in 1982. The market segment 
for light cigarettes dropped significantly to 17.1 percent, the lowest share

in 15 years. The trend is toward full-bodied American-blend-type 

cigarettes. The substitution of high-price, brand-name cigarettes by 
generics and low-price name cigarettes which occurred primarily in the first 
half of 1983 had deminished by the end of 1983 and has continued into 1984. 
The present share of generics is 4 percent versus 10 percent in January 1983. 


The Netherlands - Cigarette production increased about 1 percent to 44,012 
million pieces. Gross sales of cigarettes increased again. This can be 
attributed to increased border sales and the "early purchase effect" meaning 
increasing the inventory before an announced price increase as occurred 
January 1, 1984. Domestic consumption is expected to decline in 1984. 
Reasons for the decline include the health issue and the slackening economy. 
The deteriorating income position of Dutch consumers not only caused a 
substantial decrease in cigarette consumption, in favor of the roll-your-own, 
but also made them look for other alternatives. Shag tobacco consumption is 
increasing to the detriment of cigarette consumption. The roll-your-own is 
very price competitive with the cigarette. 


United Kingdom - Cigarette production in 1983 declined 1.8 percent to 141,948 
million pieces. Cigarette consumption is estimated to decline less than 1 
percent while pipe and hand rolling tobacco dropped over 6 percent. The 
decline in tobacco consumption, as in past years, can be directly attributed 
to increase in taxes imposed by the government on tobacco products. The 1984 
budget provides for a ten pence per pack increase in 1983. As a result, 
cigarette consumption is expected to decline again in 1984. 


Cigarette exports in 1983 were about at the same level as in 1982. Leading 
markets were Saudi Arabia, the Netherlands, Belgium, Kuwait, Dubai and 
Hong Kong. 


Spain - Cigarette production in 1984 is expected to show a sharp increase 
over 1983, despite a projected moderate decline in dark cigarette output. 

The main reason for the increase is the growing demand for American-blend 
cigarettes. Since this trend is expected to continue into the future the 
Spanish Tobacco Monopoly is refurbishing at least three of its dark cigarette 
plants to produce American-blend cigarettes, thus bringing the number of 
plants manufacturing light cigarettes to five. The remaining eight plants 
will continue to produce dark cigarettes and cigars. 


Over 95 percent of all cigarettes consumed in the country are filter- 
tipped. Low-tax, low-nicotine cigarettes account for only 6 percent of sales. 


Switzerland - Cigarette production in Switzerland has slowed over past years, 
mainly as a result of increased marketing difficulties of cigarettes for 
export. Exports of cigarettes reached 14 billion pieces in 1978, but have 
dropped to around 10 billion. Domestic consumption of cigarettes is stable, 
and the 2-percent increase in sales in 1983 over 1982 is mainly due to 
increase sales to tourists and border sales to foreigners. The recent SFR. 
0.20 tax per pack increase brings a pack of cigarettes to around SFR. 2.40 to 
SFR. 2.60, however, the tax increase is not expected to have a significant 
effect on the domestic consumption of cigarettes. 
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Soviet Union - Cigarette and papirosy production in 1983 is estimated at 369 
billion pieces, slightly below the plan target of 373,000 million pieces. 
Despite efforts to increase the level of technology, the Soviet tobacco 
industry is beset with many problems, many of which stem from inadequate 
drying and processing facilities. 


Soviet cigarette imports in 1983 are estimated at 60,000 million pieces, down 
10 percent from the 1982 level of 66,504 million pieces. Bulgaria suppled 75 
percent of Soviet cigarette imports. 


Yugoslavia - Cigarette production in 1983 decreased slightly to 58,500 

mii Tion pieces, compared with 58,941 million pieces in 1982. Filter-tipped 
cigarettes accounted for about 97 percent of production. Per capita 
consumption of cigarettes in 1982 declined to 2,270 cigarettes compared to 
2,304 cigarettes in 1981. Cigarette exports in 1983 are estimate at 8,800 
million pieces, down 6 percent from the 1982 level. 


Egypt - Cigarette production in 1983 was 44 billion pieces, an increase of 19 
percent from 1982. Egypt achieved its primary goal for the tobacco industry 
during 1983 as production was able to meet demand for the first time in a 
number of years. Some further expansion is also anticipated in 1984 with 
capacity to be raised to 50 billion pieces by the year end. The cigarettes 
which account for up to 90 percent of Egyptian consumption, cleopatra 
(regular), is a filtered U.S.-style blend. 


China - Cigarette output in-state-run factories in 1983 was up 21 percent 
over 1982 to 962.5 billion pieces. However, procurement (supply to the 
market) was down slightly to 860 billion pieces. Retail sales were up 13.2 
percent to 915 billion pieces, so market supplies were somewhat lower than 
demand. 


China has 140 factories with a production capacity of 1,000 billion pieces. 
In the past there was a surplus of cigarettes; currently, demand is starting 
to outpace supply. 


Production of filter tip cigarettes has been increasing, although these are 
still less than 10 percent of output. Smoking is almost a national pastime 
in China. The cigarette industry, now entirely government-run, produces 
hundreds of different cigarette brands in a wide range of prices. 


Hong Kong - Cigarette production in 1983 is estimated at 7,690 million 
pieces, up 32 percent from the 1982 level. The rise in production in 1983 
was mainly in response to the increased demand for re-exports, particularly 
to China. Sales in the local market dropped from the 1982 level. The 
reduced consumption in 1983 was mainly a result of the drastic increase in 
tobacco duties in February 1983 when the duty rates on tobacco and cigarettes 
were raised by 200 percent. 


India - Cigarette production during 1983 declined 9.6 percent to 85,000 
million pieces because of high prices and sluggish demand. However, 
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maintaining the rising trend of the past several years, the production of 
filer-tipped cigarettes increased from 28.7 percent of production to 39.5 
percent of production in 1983. Cigarette production in 1984 is expected to 
increase to 90,000 million pieces. 


It is estimated that for every cigarette sold in India, there are nearly 7 
bidis (native type cigarettes) sold. However, there has been a shift from 
bidi smoking to cigarette smoking in rural areas during recent years. It is 
estimated that over the past few years, there has been a 2-percent drop in 
bidi consumption. However, no major switches from bidis to cigarettes are 
anticipated because cigarettes are always outpriced due largely to 
government's taxation policy. 


Japan - Cigarette production in 1983 was 305,500 million pieces, down 1.2 
percent from the 1982 level. Reasons for the decline were lower consumption 
and increased cigarette imports. Production is expected to recover in 1984, 
however, as consumers adjust to high prices. Both the number of smokers and 
the average number of cigarettes consumed per smoker fell in 1983. The 
percentage of adult males who smoke fell from a high of 83.7 percent in 1966 
to a record low of 66.1 percent in 1983. Health concerns are apparently a 
major reason for this decline. 


Cigarette imports have increased with lower tariffs and reduced restrictions 
on the distribution of imported cigarettes. Japan Tobacco and Salt Public 
Corporation is stepping up its efforts to export cigarettes in an attempt to 
offset part of the increase in imports. 


Philippines - Cigarette production in 1983 dropped 17 percent to 57,812 
million pieces. The downtrend in cigarette production has been attributed to 
the anticipated difficulty of importing raw material such a flue-cured and 
burley leaf tobacco and reduced operating hours in order to stretch the raw 
material inventory. Aromatic cigarettes accounted for 91 percent of 
production, while native cigarettes constituted 9 percent. 


Consumption of cigarettes in 1983 is estimated at 58,070 million pieces, 17.2 
percent lower than 1982. Reason for the drop in cigarette consumption 
include the price uptrend and the marked deterioration in real consumer 
income after the currency devaluations. Filter tip cigarettes represented 

92 percent of production. 


Thailand - Cigarette production in 1983 was 29,000 million pieces, down 3 
percent from the 1982 level. There are no plans for expansion although 
production lines are being modified to reflect the local market's altered 
buying pattern as a consequence of the recession that has affected sales 
during the past several years. There was almost a 7-percent increase in 
sales of filter-tipped cigarettes during 1983. 


Turkey - Cigarette production in Turkey during 1983 was 62,802 million 
pieces, down 2 percent from the previous year s production. However, against 
this output decline in total output, which was caused by a 32-percent decline 
in non-filter cigarette production, filter cigarette output showed an 
increase of about 9 percent. 
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The government has decided to permit the Monopoly to import cigarettes and 
sell them along with its own brands. The first West German cigarettes 
imported sold for TL 300 and TL 325 per pack, while domestic cigarettes sell 
for TL 100 per pack. U.S. companies are expected to have a share of over 50 
percent of the imports.

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SUMMARY 


World tobacco stocks on January 1, 1984, were 3 percent below the record 
level held on January 1, 1983. The estimated 6.9 million tons on hand at the 
beginning of 1984 was 184,000 below the level held a year earlier, but 
348,000 tons above January 1, 1982. The 1984 carryin level is equivalent to 
15 months' use at the 1983 rate of consumption. 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption during June 1984 were 
10,613 tons valued at $30.5 million, a drop of 34 percent from June 1983. 
Cumulative imports for January-June 1984 were down 6 percent from a year 
ago. U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during June 1984 were 13,482 tons 
valued at $83.1 million, down 10 percent from a year earlier. Cumulative 
exports for January-June 1984 were 2 percent below last year's level. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Norwegian tobacco consumption remained virtually unchanged in 1983. The high 
taxation of tobacco products is believed to have a larger effect on tobacco 
consumption than the anti-smoking campaign and the ban on advertising. The 
high relative prices of factory-made cigarettes have continued to stimulate 
roll-your-own. The cost of roll-your-own is about half of factory made. The 
relatively low prices prevailing in Sweden have encouraged frequent shopping 
trips there. Purchases made by Norwegians in Sweden in 1983 are estimated at 
250 million pieces of cigarettes and 400 tons of tobacco, about 10 percent of 
registered sales. The popular Norwegian brands are selling in Sweden for 
about one-half of the price in Norway. 


Poland's per capita cigarette consumption was down from the 1979 record of 
2,741 pieces to 2,398 pieces in 1982 and 2,350 pieces in 1983. The main 
reasons were the high price relative to income and poor cigarette quality. 
Imported cigarettes are not competitive because of their higher prices. Even 
though the tobacco industry's 1983 production was down over 10 percent from 
the late 1970's and imports accounted for only 34 percent of consumption, the 
amount of cigarettes supplied fully satisfied the existing demand. The 
product consumed is of low quality and over 56 percent of production is 
non-filters. U.S. cigarettes are much appreciated on the Polish market but 
the demand for them is limited as they are available only in foreign exchange 
stores for a relatively high price. An American brand would be five times 
higher priced than Polish or Yugoslav cigarettes. 


Portugal's leaf consumption increased 4 percent in 1983, despite a 30-percent 
increase in cigarette prices. In the face of a large carry-in and sharply 
higher leaf import prices, chiefly due to the devaluation of the escudo, the 
industry reduced leaf imports 31 percent. As a consequence, heavier stock 
drawdowns were made in 1983 than in 1982 to meet the increased utilization. 
Of the 10,498 tons of leaf utilized in 1983, 48 percent were flue-cured, 

32 percent burley, and other types making up the balance. Domestic 
flue-cured accounted for 37 percent of flue-cured needs. 


Leaf utilization is seen to continue increasing but at a slower rate in 1984 
because of another sharp cigarette price increase and reduced consumer 
purchasing power. The flue-cured component is expected to increase slightly 
with the local crop continuing to supply a larger percentage of the needs. 


South African leaf tobacco imports in 1983 are estimated at 14,000 tons 
compared to 10,000 tons imported in 1982. With larger stocks and the better 
crop, imports of only 7,000 tons are expected for 1984. This will include 
about 3,000 tons of flue-cured, 900 tons of burley, mainly covered under 
existing trade agreements with Zimbabwe and Malawi, and 3,000 tons of dark 
air-cured tobacco. 


South African tobacco consumption is static at around 39,000 tons, mainly due 
to the depressed economic climate, with cigarette production actually 
decreasing between 1982 and 1983, while pipe tobacco consumption increased. 
About 73 percent of consumption of leaf tobacco is used for the manufacture 
of cigarettes, 26 percent is used for pipe tobacco, and 1 percent for other 
products. 


Switzerland's imports of leaf tobacco declined 5.7 percent to 21,474 tons, 
reflecting an 8.6-percent reduction in use of raw tobacco by manufacturers. 
The decreased use of cigar and cut tobacco leaf reflects a change in consumer 
preference which occurred over the past years. However, the declining use of 
of cigarette leaf is principally due to decreasing exports of cigarettes. 
Also, manufacturers continue to try to minimize the use of tobacco per 
cigarette. Domestic cigarette consumption rose about 2 percent in 1983, 
mainly because of increased "invisible" exports, tourism and border sales. 
Increased taxation of tobacco products which was implemented on 

March 1, 1984, is expected to have virtually no adverse effect on consumption. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


In Canada, the Ontario Flue-Cured Tobacco Growers Marketing Board (OFCTGMB), 
on July 16, 1984, announced that a final agreement with the Canadian Tobacco 
Manufacturers Council (CTMC) had been reached on the price and conditions for 
the Ontario's 1984 flue-cured crop. The agreement will result in an Ontario 
flue-cured production target of 170 million pounds at a guaranteed minimum 
average price of Canadian dollars $1.69 per pound. To stimulate exports the 
OFCTGMB agreed to lower the minimum grade price for export sales and the CTMC 
agreed to pay the growers up to 15 Canadian cents per pound to bring the 
price received for export purchases closer to the guaranteed minimum price. 


In an unprecedented move, the government of Ontario has agreed to pay a 
subsidy equal to two Canadian cents per pound on Ontario flue-cured exports 
up to 79 million pounds. Financial obligation to the province could reach 
Canadian dollars 1.6 million. 


Growers expect to reach the 170 million pound production target in 1984 
easily since growing conditions since transplanting have been excellent. The 
industry has targeted 91 million pounds for domestic use and 79 million for 
exports. Canada's 1984 flue-cured production is expected to be 190 million 
pounds, in contrast to 1983's crop of 238 million.

Philippine leaf tobacco exports were 20,591 tons in 1983, down 23 percent 
from the 1982 level. Flue-cured tobacco exports were 9,542 tons in 1983, 
down 34 percent from the previous year. This has been attributed to 
slackened demand in the major markets. Exports in 1984 are expected to 
continue this downtrend. West Germany continues to be the single largest 
destination for flue-cured exports, accounting for 47 percent of the total 
volume in 1983. 


Burley exports in 1983 dropped 54 percent to 1,050 tons due to slack demand. 
Native tobacco exports were 9,999 tons in 1983, down 8.5 percent from the 
previous year due to increasingly stiff competition in the world market. 
Spain and the United States were the leading markets, taking 

32 percent and 21 percent, respectively. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook -- U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
June 1984 were 13,482 tons valued at $83.1 million, a decline of 10 percent 
in quantity and 7 percent in value. Spain was the leading market in June 
taking 4,040 tons, followed by West Germany with 1,905 tons and the 

United Kingsom with 1,892. 


Cumulative unmanufactued exports for the first half of 1984 were 99,575 tons 
valued at $629.7 million, a drop of 2 percent in quantity from the same 
period in 1983; however, value increased 5 percent from last year's level. 
Lower exports were recorded to Japan, West Germany, Denmark, Italy and 
Switzerland, which offset increased exports to Spain, United Kingdom, and 
Thailand. Flue-cured tobacco's share of exports was 55 percent, while 
burley's share was 23 percent. Spain was the leading market during the first 
six months of 1984 with 17,718 tons, followed by Italy--12,472 tons, 

West Germany--12,192 tons, United Kingdom--6,852 tons, and Thailand--6,602 
tons. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports during June 1984 were 7,244 tons, valued at $50.5 
million, down 6 percent in quantity but up 5 percent in value. For the 
January-June 1984 period, flue cured exports were 54,636 tons valued at 
$365.7 million, an increase of 7 percent in quantity and 12 percent in value 
from the previous year. Major destinations were Spain--13,494 tons, 

West Germany--7,232 tons, Italy--6,475 tons, United Kingdom--5,233 tons, and 
Thai land--4, 455 tons. 


Burley leaf exports during June 1984 were 889 tons valued at $6.86 million, a 
plunge of 81 percent from the June 1983 level of 4,911 tons valued at $34 
million. For the January-June period, burley exports were 22,419 tons valued 
at $165 million, a drop of 19 percent in quantity from a year ago. Leading 
markets for the period were Italy--5,310 tons, Japan--4,845 tons, 

West Germany--3,094 tons and Thailand--2,145 tons. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (other than flue-cured and burley) during 
the first six months of 1984 were 22,520 tons valued at $98.9 million, down 
3.4 percent from the same period in 1983. Stems, trimmings, and scrap 
accounted for 61 percent of exports of other types. 


U.S. cigarette exports during June 1984 were 4.8 billion pieces valued at 
$99 million, down 21 percent from June 1983. For the January-June 1984 
period, cigarette exports were 26.5 billion pieces valued at $512.7 million, 
a decrease of 14 percent in quantity from a year ago. Leading markets were 


Belgium-Luxembourg--5.1 billion pieces, Japan--3.2 billion, Saudi-Arabia--3 
billion, and Hong Kong 2.99 billion. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category 

"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during June 1984 were 10,613 tons valued at $30.5 million, a drop of 34 
percent from June 1983. 


Cumulative imports for January-June 1984 were 88,651 tons valued at $266.8 
million, down 6 percent from a year ago. Oriental leaf dropped 15 percent 
to 35,248 tons valued at $1,25.8 million. Stemmed cigarette leaf imports 
were 18,931 tons valued at $70.3 million, compared to 8 tons for 

same period in 1983. Turkey was the largest source with 23,953 tons, 
followed by Brazil--8,969, Greece--6,466 tons, Guatemala-6,449 tons and the 
Dominican Republic--4,702 tons. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category “tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") in June 1984 were 24,273 tons valued at $75 million, up 27 percent from 
June 1983. Cumulative imports for January-June 1984 were 118,472 tons valued 
at $384.8 million, down 5.8 percent from the same period in 1983.

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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD TOBACCO SUPPLY AND DISTRIBUTION 
World Tobacco Stocks Fall 3 Percent During 1983 


A slight drop in world leaf tobacco consumption was more than offset by 

a 13 percent lower world tobacco crop during 1983. World stocks on 

January 1, 1984, were 3 percent below the record level held on 

January 1, 1983. The estimated 6.91 million tons of tobacco on hand at the 
beginning of 1984 was 184,000 tons below the level held a year earlier, but 
348,000 tons above the Janurary 1, 1982, level. The 1984 carryin level is 
equivalent to 15 months' use at the 1983 rate of consumption. 


A 350,000-ton decrease in leaf stocks in The People's Republic of China was 
the major reason for the lower stocks. The U.S. carry-in stocks fell 
marginally between January 1, 1983, and January 1, 1984, but stocks in the 
Soviet Union, India and the Philippines were up 107,000 tons, 100,000 tons 
and 24,000 tons, respectively. A comparison of carry-in stocks among other 
countries indicates that stocks increased during 1983 in 39 countries, fell 
in 54 countries and remained stable in 15 countries. 


World tobacco production during 1984 is projected to fall slightly to 5.26 
million tons (dry weight basis). Sluggish leaf demand resulting from 
stagnant or falling world cigarette production is expected to discourage 
production in some countries this year and is the primary reason for the 
projected decline. (See Foreign Agricultural Circular FT-6-84 "World Tobacco 
Situation" June 1984 for a detailed discussion of world tobacco production. ) 


Leaf tobacco consumption during 1984 may decline 1 to 2 percent as price and 
tax increases and continued anti-smoking activities influence cigarette 
output. World cigarette production during 1983 was marginally below 1984 -- 
the first decline in recent memory. Little growth is expected during the 
current year. (See Foreign Agricultural Circular FT-7-84 "World Tobacco 
Seana ae 1984 for a detailed discussion of world cigarette production 
and trade. 


Early indications are that world tobacco trade during 1983 was below the 1982 
level. Based on current indications, trade during 1984 may stabilize at 
about the 1983 level. World tobacco trade will be discussed in detail in 
(Foreign Agricultural Circular FT-9-84 "World Tobacco Situation" to be 
published in September 1984. ) 


Indications are that production during 1984 may be slightly below utilization 
and stocks may fall marginally. Supplies of tobacco are expected to be 
adequate to meet anticipated demand. Stocks of certain styles and types of 
tobacco have been drawn down in recent years. Demand for these tobaccos may 
be strong during the coming year.

SUMMARY 


World unmanufactured tobacco exports declined 5 percent in 1982 to 
1,388,447 tons. Reasons for the drop include sluggish leaf demand 
resulting from stagnant or falling world cigarette production and the 
depressed world economy. Major declines in leaf exports were recorded for 
the United States, Turkey, Italy, Canada, India and Philippines. Global 
exports may recover slightly in 1984. 


U.S. unmanufactured imports for consumption during July were 22,662 tons 
valued at $66.1 million, up 14 percent from July 1983. Cumulative imports 
for January-July were 111,313 tons valued at $322.9 million, down 2.3 
percent from a year ago. U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during July 
1°84 were 8,350 tons valued at $56 million, down 39 percent from July 
1983. For the January-July period, exports were 107,925 tons, down 6 
percent in quantity from the same period in 1983. 


Tobacco auction markets are currently open in the U.S., Zimbabwe and 
Malawi. Over one-half of the U.S flue-cured crop has heen marketed at an 
average price of $1.76 dollars per pound. In Zimbabwe about 70 percent of 
the flue-cured tobacco has been auctioned with prices averaging the 
equivalent of U.S.$0.90 per pound. Burley, flue-cured and fire-cured are 
all being marketed in Malawi with average prices of US$0.64, US$0.80, and 
US$0.90 per pound respectively. 


The U.S. tobacco crop is estimated at 787,500 tons in a report released hy 
USDA on September 12 and based on conditions that existed on September 1. 
The revised estimate is 22 percent above the 1982 crop and 2 per cent above 
the August estimate of 763,824 tons. 


On September 7 the President, acting upon advice from the Secretary of 
Agriculture, directed the United States International Trade Commission to 
make an immediate investigation under Section 22 of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1933 to determined whether imports of flue-cured, burley, 
fire-cured and dark air-cured tobacco are materially inferfering with the 
tobacco price support and production adjustment procrams administered hy 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Algeria produced 19.° billion pieces of cigarettes in 1982, up 14 percent 
from the 1982 level. Blond cigaretttes accounted for 63 percent of total 
production, compared to with 55 percent in 1982. Algeria has one of the 
world's highest cigarette consumption growth rates. During the first 
quarter of 1984, their leading brand registered a sales increase of 10 
percent. Cverall, blond cigarette consumption is expanding at 6 to & 
percent per year. 


Algeria imported 17,391 tons of unmanufactured tohacco in 1983 valued at 
179 million Algerian dinars. Algeria also imported 200 tons of ciaarettes 
from France. The leading suppliers of leaf tobacco to Algeria in 1982 were 
Italy--4,026 tons, Paraquay--2,666 tons, Brazil--2,449 tons, Zambia--1,/15 
tons and United States--1,481 tons. 


The U.S. share of total value of the Algerian tobacco import market in 1982 
and 1983 was 19 and 21 percent, respectively. Authorities are interested 
in exploring ways to economize on U.S. tobacco imports as controlled 
cigarette price margins have forced them to lower the percentage of U.S. 
tobacco in their blends. 


Czechoslovakia's tobacco industry in 1982 utilized 21,000 tons of fermented 
tobacco to produce an estimated 24 billion cigarettes. Cigarette 
consumption has remained steady over the years, despite periodic sharp 
price increases and anti-smokina publicity by the government. ft the 
present rate, cigarettes represent 90 percent of total products consumed. 


Consumption in 1984 should stay at about the same level as in 1982. 


Domestic production of tobacco covers roughly 25 percent of 
Czechoslovakia's annual needs. Imports, therefore, meet a large part of 
leaf requirements. In 1983, imports totaled around 19,000 tons, mainly 
from China, Zimbabwe anc Argentina. 


Imports of cigarettes have been rising in recent years. In 1982, about 5 
billion pieces were imported, the bulk coming from Bulgaria under a long 
term agreement. Reportedly, other imports of tobacco are subject to 
bilateral arrangements for which Czechoslovakia provides technoloay or 
construction assistance such as building power plants, etc.

According to the Japan Tobacco and Salt Public Corporation (JTS), Japanese 
sales of cigarettes for July 1984 were up 4.7 percent over July 1982 to 
26.8 billion pieces. For the January-July period, ciaarette sales were 
down 0.6 percent to 174.2 billion pieces. Domestic cigarettes, which 
represent 98.01 percent of sales, were down 0.9 percent. Imported 
cigarettes increased 17.9 percent to 3.5 billion pieces, representing 1.99 
percent of the market. U.S. cigarettes accounted for 97 percent of imports. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The 1°84 Malawi tobacco crop was reported to be 75 percent marketed by late 
August. The crop of 63,300 tons is second only to the 1982 crop in volume 
produced. The value of the current crop will about ecual the 1982 crop but 
will fall short of the 1981 and 1982 total receipts. Auction prices are 
being held down because of the high cost of moving tobacco to ports. The 
rail lines through Mozambique are effectively closed, and the producers are 
forced to absorb the added cost of road transportation. Tobacco is 
Malawi's leading export commodity and accounts for over 50 percent of total 
export earnings.

The Zimbabwe flue-cured tobacco auctions remained firm through the end of 
August. The 20th week of sales closed with cumulative sales at &0,451 tons 
sold at an average value of 7$2.00 per kilogram (l'S$0.77 per pound). Sales 
during the week ending Auaust 29, totaled 4,/7C4 tons and averaged 

Z$2.34 (US$0.°90 per pound). According to a report from The Tobacco 
Marketing Board in Zimbabwe, the quality of the leaf beina offered was 
excellent with "leaf" grades accountina for 84 percent of the tobacco beina 
marketed. About 70 percent of the crop hac been sold through the end of 
August. 


Last season 66,628 tons were sold throuch the first 20 weeks at an averaqe 
price of Z$1.80 (US$0.82 per pound). Hote: The exchange rate in mid June 
182 was Z$1 = US$ 1.014. The comparable rate in 1984 is Z$1 = US$0.848.

The investigation will have precedence 
over other investigations the Commission may be conducting. The Commission 
will report its findings and recommendations to the President at the 
earliest practicable date. 


The U.S. tobacco crop is estimated at 787,500 tons in a report 
released by USDA on September 12 and based on conditions that existed 
on September 1. The revised estimate is 22 percent above the 1982 
crop and 3 per cent above the August estimate of 763,824 tons. The 
September report estimates production by state but not by type. 
Significant increases were noted in the September estimates for 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Virginia when compared with the August 
estimates. The September estimates were above those made in August 
for all major tobacco producing states. The current estimates by 
state are show below with the August estimates and 1983 production.

Prices on the U.S. Flue-Cured Tobacco Auction market remained firm 
through September 6, , the 25th day of sales. Prices on that day 
averaced $1.86 per pound -- 10 cents above the season average of $1.76, 
and 16 cents above the price support level. Cumulative sales through 
September 6, totaled 437 million pounds and averaged $1.76 per pound. 
The loan receipts for the season totaled 69.6 million pounds or about 
16 percent of the sales to date. During the first 25 davs of sales 
last season, 435 million pounds sold for an average price of $1.73 per 
pound; and loan receipts accounted for 20 percent of sales. 


Given the August USDA flue-cured crop estimate of 851 million pounds 
and the Flue-Cured Stabilization discount scheme trigger point of 720 
million pounds, 85.2 percent of the remaining tobacco crop must be 
purchased by the trade to reach the trigger. (A discussion of the FCS 
discount scheme in included in the July 1984, World Tobacco Situation, 
FT-7-84, on Page 5.)

The following table shows imports from Caribbean countries that receive duty 
free preference under the provisions of the Caribbean Basin Initiative (CBI). 
Cumulative customs clearances of leaf from CBI countries during the first 
seven months of 1984 total 18,538 tons -- up from 4,139 tons last year. 
However, actual arrivals of leaf in 1984 were 9,509 tons compared with &,229 
tons during the seven months of 1983. Indications are that a large portion of 
the tobacco declared for customs (ie., the 18,538 tons) was in bonded storage 
in the United States prior to January 1, 1984 when Caribbean tobacco became 
eligible for duty-free importation. Additionally, all Caribbean tobacco 
actually arriving in the United States after January 1] was likely declared for 
customs upon arrival as there would no longer be a reason to place it in 
bonded storage. 


The declaration of CBI tobacco held in bond prior to January 1, plus 
declarations of CBI tobacco arriving after January 1, inflated imports for 
consumption during January-July 19&4. 


Imports from Caribbean countries fell to near traditional pre-CPI levels 
during July. Clearances and arrivals totaled 1,087 and 710 tons, 
respectively, compared with 523 and 986 tons during July 1983.

U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook -- U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
July 1984 were 8,350 tons valued at $56 million, a drop of 39 percent in 
quantity from the July 1982 level. Spain was the leading market in July 
taking 1,775 tons, followed by Greece--682 tons, the United Kingdom--620 tons, 
the Netherlands--5°0 tons and Italy--458 tons. 


Cumulative unmanufactued exports for the January-July 1984 period were 107,925 
tons valued at $685.6 million, down 6 percent in quantity; however, value was 
up 1 percent from the same period in 1982. Flue-cured tobacco's share of 
exports was 56 percent, while burley's share of exports was 21 percent.

Flue-cured tobacco exports in July 1984 were 5,441 tons valued at $39.4 
million, down 26 percent in quantity from the July 1982 level. Cumulative 
exports for the January-July period were 60,077 tons valued at $405.1 million, 
an increase of 3 percent in quantity and 8 percent in value from the same 
period in 1983. Major destinations are Spain--14,806 tons, West 
Germany--7,392 tons, Italy--6,932 tons, United Kingdom--5,624 tons, and 
Thailand--4, 455. 


Burley leaf exports during July 1984 were 565 tons, valued at $4.2 million, a 
drop of 78 percent from the July 1983 level of 2,608 tons valued at $17.4 
million. For the January-July period, burley exports were 22,984 tons valued 
at $169.4 million, down 24 percent in quantity and 21 percent in value from a 
year earlier. Italy was the leading market for the period with 5,210 tons, 
followed by Japan--4,845 tons, West Germany--3,170 tons and Thailand--2,147 
tons. 


Exports of other types of tobacco (other than flue-cured and burley) during 
the first six months of 1984 were 24,864 tons valued at $111.1 million, a drop 
of 8 percent in quantity; however, value jumped 20 percent from the same 
period in 1983. Stems, trimmings and scrap accounted for 60 percent of 
exports of other types. 


U.S. cigarette exports during July 1984 were 4.9 billion pieces valued at 
$100.8 million, an increase of 4.8 percent from July 1982. For the 
January-July 1684 period, cigarette exports were 31.4 billion pieces valued at 
$612.5 million, a drop of 12 percent in quantity and 4 percent in value from a 
year earlier. Leading markets were Belgium--&.1 billion pieces, Saudi 
Arabia--3.99 billion pieces, Japan--2.6 billion, and Hong Kong--3.56 billion. 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the cateaory 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") during 
July 1984 were 22,663 tons valued at $66.1 million, an increase of 14 percent 
from July 1983. The leading sources of imports were Brazil--7,380 tons and 
Turkey--5,364 tons. These two countries represented 56 percent of total 
imports for July. 


Cumulative imports for January-July 1984 were 111,313 tons valued at $337.9 
million, down 2.23 percent from a year ago. Oriental leaf imports in 1984 
totaled 42,844 tons, down 10 percent from the same period in 1983. Stemmed 
cisarette leaf imports were 22,925 tons for January-July 1984 represented 

21 percent of total imports compared to less than 1 percent in 1982. Turkey 
was the largest source of imports for the period with 29,817 tons, followed by 
Brazil--16,349, Greece--8,096 tons, Guatemala--6,449 tons and the Dominican

for") in July 1984 were 28,652 tons, valued at $80.3 million, up 8&4 percent in 
quantity from July 1983. Imports under the category "other cigarette leaf" 
(mostly stemmed cigarette leaf) for July were 10,193 tons, representina 

S6 percent of total imports. The next largest category was oriental with 
8,902 tons, representing 31 percent of total imports for July. 


Cumulative imports for January-July 1984 were 147,126 tons, valued at $465.2 
million, an increase of 4.1 percent from the same period in 1982. Oriental 
tobacco was the largest import category with 69,902 tons, followed by other 
Cigarette leaf with 39,028 tons. These two categories represented 74 percent 
of total imports for January-July 1984.

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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD LEAF TOBACCO TRADE IN 1983 


World unmanufactured tobacco exports declined 5 percent in 1983 to 1,388,477 
tons. Reasons for the drop include sluggish leaf demand resulting from 
stagnant or falling world cigarette production and the depressed world 
economy. Leaf tobacco consumption showed no growth in 1983 as cigarette price 
and tax increases and continued anti-smoking activities influenced cigarette 
output. Major declines in leaf exports were recorded for the United States, 
Turkey, Italy, Canada, India, and Philippines, dropping 8 percent, 34 percent, 
17 percent, 16 percent, 15 percent and 22 percent, respectively. In contrast, 
exports from Brazil, Zimbabwe, and Greece increased by 7 percent, 15 percent, 
and 12 percent, respectively. 


In 1984, world unmaufactured tobacco exports are expected to recover sliahtly 
from the 1983 level. Stocks of certain styles and types of tobacco have been 
drawn down in recent years. Demand for these tobacco styles and types may be 
strong during 1984. 


Principal Trading Countries 


United States unmanufactured tobacco exports in 1983 were 237,888 tons, valued 
at $7. TTTion, down 8 percent in quantity and 5 percent in value from the 
1962 level. Flue-cured and burley exports dropped by 11 and 12 percent, 
respectively. Reasons for the decline include the strona U.S. dollar, 
increased competition from other leaf exporting countries and weaker demand. 


Unmanufactured imports for consumption (including the category "tobacco 
maufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for other" (NSPF), in 
1983 were 239,178 tons valued at $743.5 million, up 3C percent in quantity and 
48 percent in value from 1982. The large increase reflects heavy withdrawals 
of machine threshed tobacco in advance of the tariff reclassification. 

Imports in August alone totaled 66,022 tons. 


Unmanufactured tobacco general imports including the category "tobacco, 
manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for, other" (NSPF) in 
1983 were 208,597 tons, valued at $636.9 million, down 14 percent in quantity 
and 14 percent in value from 1982. The major decline was in the NSPF category 
which fell 38 percent to 49,198 tons. 


Canada's exports of unmanufactured tobacco fell sharply in 1983 to 23,962 
tons, valued at C$103.8 million compared 28,402 tons exported in 1982. 
Exports to United Kingdom, Canada's most important market, were 8,213 tons, 
well below the 1982 level of 12,261 tons. However, sales to Egypt were 3,/94 
tons compared to insignificant sales in 1982. Export prospects for 1984 are 
poor and are not expected to reach the 1983 level. 
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Argentina's unmanufactued tobacco exports in 1983 increased to 29,156 tons, 
the highest level since 1975. Large supplies and aggressive late season 
exports are responsible for the rise in exports. Flue-cured exports increased 
to 19,143 tons, while burley exports were 5,333 tons. The United States was 
Argentina's major tobacco purchaser last year. Unmanufactured tobacco exports 
in 1984 should drop somewhat given the lower supplies, the more unfavorable 
export demand situation and the expected larger domestic demand. 


Brazil's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 were 176,828 tons, valued at US $465 
million. This compares with 165,718 tons, valued at $471 million exported in 
1982. Exports in 1984 are forecast to drop to approximately 163,000 tons due 
to reduced supplies relative to weak demand worldwide. In 1983, the United 
States was the major destination for Brazilian exports with 41,600 tons, down 
from the 50,000 tons in 1982. Other leading markets were the United Kingdom, 
West Germany, the Netherlands and Spain. 


Italy's leaf tobacco exports in 1983 dropped 17 percent in volume from 1982, 
due to lower shipments of burley and oriental tobacco. Stronger competition 
from other countries, mainly Malawi, should again affect burley exports in 
1984. Better prospects remain for lower grades, following the trend from the 
largest tobacco manufacturers in Europe to increase the use of less costly 
low-quality tobacco in their blends. 


Italian leaf tobacco imports in 1983 rose 12.5 percent to 34,522 tons. More 
than half of the total leaf imports were flue-cured tobacco; the remainder was 
burley and minor quantities of oriental tobaccos. Imports from the United 
States totaled 15,570 tons, up 29 percent from 1982. U.S. tobacco shipments 
to Italy are expected to remain unchanged in 1984. 


Greece's exports in 1983 were 81,852 tons, up 12 percent from the 1982 level. 
Oriental tobacco exports were 73,495 tons, at an average price of $2.38 per 
kilogram, while burley exports were 8,355 tons, at an average price of $2.80 
per kilogram. The Soviet Union was the leading destination for Greek tobacco 
exports taking 15,970 tons, followed by the United States with 12,459 tons and 
West Germany with 10,250 tons. 


Leaf imports in 1983 were 4,339 tons compared with 5,065 tons in 1982. The 
major sources of imported leaf were the Netherlands and West Germany. 


United Kingdom's imports of unmanufacted tobacco in 1983 were 130,172 tons, up 
2 percent from the 1982 level. The leading source of imports was Brazil with 
33,013 tons, followed by India--20,425 tons, Zimbabwe--19,308 tons and the 
United States--13,099 tons. Flue-cured tobacco imports and consumption, 
accounting for the large majority of UK tobacco, will remain stagnant during 
1984, 
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West Germany's imports of unmanufactured tobacco in 1983 were at 166,648 
tons, up slightly from the 1982 level of 165,450 tons. German imports of 
flue-cured tobacco in 1983 are estimated at 60,000 tons, up 7.3 percent. The 
United States was the leading source with a share of 26 percent, followed by 
Brazil with a 25 percent share. 


Burley leaf arrivals in 1983 dropped significantly to an estimated 25,500 
tons, compared to 31,808 tons in 1982. The significant reduction in arrivals 
is primarily due to stock reductions resulting from the smaller cigarette 
production and the tight financial situation of the cigarette companies. 


Spain's imports of unmanufactured tobacco were 70,815 tons during 1983. The 
United States remains the principal supplier of unmanufactued tobacco to 
Spain with a 34-percent market share. The Dominican Republic was the next 
largest supplier with a 13-percent share, followed by Brazil with an 
11-percent share. 


For 1984, unmanufactured tobacco imports into Spain are projected to drop 7 
percent to 66,000 tons in response to a decline in manufacturer's use. 
However, imports from the United States, mostly flue-cured and burley blends, 
are expected to grow 8 percent because of increased demand for domestically 
produced American-blend cigarettes. 


Switzerland's imports of leaf tobacco declined 5.7 percent to 21,474 tons, 
reflecting an 8.6 percent reduction in use of raw tobacco by manufacturers. 
The decreased use of cigar and cut tobacco leaf reflects a change in consumer 
preference which occurred over the past years. However, the declining use of 
cigarette leaf is principally due to decreasing exports of cigarettes. 


In 1983, the United States was the leading supplier with 6,423 tons, followed 
by Brazil--2,277 tons and Turkey--1,452 tons. For 1984, Swiss leaf tobacco 
imports are forecast to be down slightly to 21,000 tons. 


Yugoslavia's leaf tobacco exports during 1983 are estimated at 28,000 tons, 
compared with 25,000 tons in 1982. The increase in leaf tobacco exports 
resulted from a strong export promotion policy designed to earn hard 
currencies. In 1984, exports are forecast at 28,500 tons, given somewhat 
greater supplies. 


India's exports of unmanufactured tobacco during 1983 totaled 83,488 tons, 
down 14.7 percent in quantity from 1982. Flue-cured exports accounted for 79 
percent of the quantity and 89 percent of the value of tobacco exports in 
1983. The Soviet Union, with an offtake of 31,745 tons, was the single 
largest buyer of Indian tobacco in 1983 for the fourth year in succession; 
however, Soviet imports declined 27 percent in 1983. Exports to the United 
Kingdom in 1983 increased 1.3 percent to 20,223 tons making the UK the second 
largest market for Indian tobacco. Exports in 1984 are estimated to be 
around 80,000 tons because of continued sluggish demand overseas. 
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Japan is reducing imports and expanding exports in order to further reduce 
surplus stocks of domestic leaf. In order to use more domestic leaf, JTS 
intends to decrease imports from countries which supply leaf that is similar 
to domestic leaf. Although total imports will fall, 1984 imports (Japanese 
fiscal year) from the United States are expected to be up slightly due to an 
increase in purchases of both burley and flue-cured tobacco. Imports from 
the United States are expected to remain at current levels of nearly 50,000 
tons annually. 


Korea's 1983 leaf exports were 32,643 tons, up 4 percent from the 1982 level. 
The increase was largely due to the substantial increase in burley sales. 
Burley exports were 15,339 tons in 1983, compared with 12,000 tons in 1982. 
The share of burley of total leaf exports has increased considerably in 
recent years as quality has improved. The United States took 44 percent of 
Korea burley exports in 1983. 


Flue-cured tobacco exports were 17,304 tons in 1983, down 11 percent from the 
1982 level. The drought-reduced 1982 crop and increased competition in major 
markets accounted for the decline. The United Kingdom, West Germany, Italy 
and the Netherlands accounted for 69 percent of total exports. 


No imports of burley or flue-cured tobacco were made during 1983. The Office 
of Monopoly continues its efforts to reduce import requirements by 
substituting domestic leaf. 


Philippines leaf tobacco exports were 20,591 tons in 1983, down 22 percent 
from the 1982 level. Flue-cured tobacco exports were 9,542 tons in 1983, 
down 34 percent from the previous year. This has been attributed to 
Slackened demand in the major markets. Exports in 1984 are expected to 
continue this downtrend. West Germany continues to be the single largest 
destination for flue-cured exports, accounting for 47 percent of the total 
volume in 1983. 


Burley exports in 1983 dropped 54 percent to 1,050 tons due to slack demand. 
Native tobacco exports were 9,999 tons in 1983, down 8.5 percent from the 
previous year due to increasingly stiff competition in the world market. 
Spain and the United States were the leading markets taking 32 percent and 21 
percent, respectively. 


Thailand leaf tobacco exports in 1983 were 35,245 tons, down 7 percent from 
the 1982 level. Exports of flue-cured tobacco were 19,857 tons, a slight 
drop from the previous year's exports. The decline was mainly attributed to 
reduced purchases by China and West Germany--the two most important markets 
for their flue-cured tobacco. 


Burley exports in 1983 were 8,692 tons, compared to 11,982 tons in 1982. 
Smaller exports of burley were attributable primarily to the world-wide 
economic recession and its affect on the buying patterns among several of 
Thailand's major customs. 
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Thai leaf imports in 1983 totaled 4,579 tons, compared with 12,820 tons in 
1982. The United States supplied 89 percent of Thailand's leaf imports. 
Foreign exchange restraints and obligations to buy more domestic leaf were 
factors limiting imports in 1983. Imports in 1984 are estimated at 9,200 
tons, reflecting the need to replenish depleted foreign stocks. 


Turkey's unmanufactured tobacco exports in 1983 amounted to 69,528 tons, 
compared with 104,908 tons in 1982. The decline in exports was due to lower 
purchases by the United States and the Soviet Union. The United States 
continues to be Turkey's largest customer, taking 56 percent of total tobacco 
exports in 1983, compared with 48 percent in 1982. 


Zimbabwe's leaf exports in 1983 were 92,883 tons, up 15 percent from the 1982 
level. Flue-cured tobacco accounted for 95 percent of exports. Export gains 
were made to Eastern Europe which were mainly barter deals. Exports to the 
Middle East were down while trade with African countries showed a gradual 
improvement. The balance of payments position of many African countries is 
the main factor inhibiting the expansion of trade in this region.

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SUMMARY 


World tobacco grower prices were mixed in 1983 as they went dependent on 
the situation within a given country. In major consuming countries reduced 
leaf consumption and high stock levels led to reduced prices in some 
producing countries. Only Brazil, Zimbabwe, and Italy registered large 
price increases. Growers prices fell in the United States, Malawi, and 
India while prices were practically stable in Canada and Korea. 


U.S. general imports of unmanufactured tobacco in August 1984 reached 
22,377 tons, valued at $62.1 million, up 6.8 percent from August 1983. 
Cumulative imports for January-August 1983 were 169,501 tons 

($527 million), a gain of 4.4 percent from a year-earlier level. U.S. 
unmanufactured tobacco exports during August 1984 fell 47 percent from the 
same month a year earlier to 9,218 tons, valued at $53.5 million. 
Cumulative tobacco exports for January-August were 117,143 tons, worth 
$739 million, down 12 percent from the comparable period last year. 


Other highlights of this report include: 

- Establishment and operation of a tobacco monopoly in China progressing. 
Hong Kong plans to improve the efficiency of its cigarette industry. 
Sales of cigarettes in Japan up in August 1984. 

Malawi tobacco auction prices up in 1984, 
In Zimbabwe demand continues strong on tobacco auctions. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


The establishment and operation of a tobacco monopoly in China is 
progressing. The government has announced that the National Tobacco 
Corporation of China will: 


- Set prices of flue-cured and selected air/sun-cured tobacco and prices 
of cigarettes and cigars, including those imported with or without customs 
duties. 

- Purchase, distribute, and allocate the country's flue-cured and 
air/sun-cured tobacco, and control the varieties produced. 

- Organize production, allocation, and sales of cigarettes, cigars, and 
cut tobacco, setting quotas on output value and quantity, varieties, and 
grades of products of the country's cigarette and cigar production 
enterprises. 

- Issue licenses for inter-provincial transportation of cigarettes, 
cigars, and flue-cured tobacco and selected air/sun-cured tobacco. 

- Control imports and exports of tobacco, cigarettes, cigarette paper, 
filters, and aluminium foil paper. 

- Negotiate licensing agreements and contracts with foreign suppliers. 


Hong Kong's largest cigarette company plans to invest HK$50 million 

(US$C.4 million) to improve the efficiency of its cigarette manufacturina 
plant, with about HK$24 million (US$3 million) ticketed for phototype 
machines. Each of these machines can produce 7,000 cigarettes a minute, 
compared with a 2,000 - 4,000 rates for the old machines. The remainder of 
the investment will be used to acquire other machines which will improve 
production efficiency and office automation. 


The new investment is an indication of the anticipated increase in demand 
for Hong Kong manufactured cigarettes. The increase is probably attributed 
more to exports which have grown remarkably in recent years than to 
consumption in Hong Kong itself. The export figures jumped from 2,336 
metric tons in 1980 to 2,933 in 1982 and 5,227 in 1983. The bulk of Hong 
Kong's cigarette exports are to nearby China. 

Domestic consumption of cigarettes dropped considerably since the 
300-percent increase in tobacco product duties in 1983 as both locally 
manufactured and imported cigarettes suffered. With the recovery of the 
local economy, domestic consumption may pick up in the coming year, and the 
demand for both imported and local brands will rise. 


According to the Japan Tobacco and Salt Public Corporation (JTS), Japanese 
sales of cigarettes for August 1984 were up 3.7 percent over August 1983 to 
27.6 billion pieces. For the January-August period, cigarette sales 
slipped down two one-hundredths percent to 201.8 billion pieces. Domestic 
cigarettes, which represent 98.02 percent of sales, were down three-tenths 
of 1 percent. The volume of imported cigarettes increased 17.4 percent to 
3.99 billion pieces, representing 1.98 percent of the market. U.S. 
cigarettes accounted for 97 percent of these imports. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


Malawi's flue-cured auction sales for the 21st week ending Sept. 13, 1984 
totaled 22,656 tons at an average price of 2.31 kwachas (US$2.58) per 
kilogram. For the same 24-week period in 1983, sales were 19,761 tons at 
an average price of 1.92 kwachas per kilogram. 


Burley sales for the 21st week, ending Sept. 13, 1984, totaled 28,532 tons 
at an average price of 1.77 kwachas (US$1.98) per kilogram. Burley prices 
averaged 1.28 kwachas a year ago. 


Through the 21st week, total sales of all types were 56,318 tons at an 
average price of 1.72 kwachas (US$1.92) per kilogram. Sales for the same 
period in 1983 were 57,215 tons at an average price of 2.31 kwachas. 


The Zimbabwe tobacco auctions this marketing season completed 24 weeks of 
sales on Sept. 26, 1984 with continued strong demand, according to a report 
from the Tobacco Marketing Board of Zimbabwe. Almost 100,000 tons of leaf 
have been sold at an average price of Z$2.07 per kilogram (US$0.80 per 
pound). Prices during the 24th week inched higher to Z$2.39 per kilogram 
(US$0.92 per pound) despite the fact that some farmers were offering 
"clean-up" sales. Some select tobacco brought Z$4.99 per kilogram 

(US$1.93 per pound). 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


Flue-cured market report -- The 1984 auction sales of U.S. flue-cured 
tobacco for the first 41 days through Oct. 5, 1984, totaled 784.4 million 
pounds, and averaging $180.42 per 10C pounds. During the same period last 
year, 773.8 million pounds were sold at an average price of 179.49 per 100 
pounds. So far this year 16.3 percent of tobacco offered has qone under 
loan, compared with 14.3 percent during the same 41-day period last year. 


U.S. TRADE SUMMARY 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook -- U.S. unmanufacted tobacco exports during 
August 1984 were 9,218 tons valued at $53.5 million -- a fall of 47 percent 
from August 1983. Spain was leading market with 1,910 tons, followed by 
Switzerland with 1,147 tons. 


Cumulative unmanufactured tobacco exports for January-August were 117,143 
tons, valued at $739 million, a drop of 12 percent in quantity from the 
same 1983 period. The flue-cured share of exports was 56 percent, while 
burley's share was 20 percent. Spain was the leading export destination 
with 21,404 tons, followed by West Germany (13,995 tons), and Italy 
(12,929 tons). 


Flue-cured tobacco exports in August 1984 were 5,574 tons, valued at $37.5 
million, a volume decline of 44 percent from August 1983. Cumulative 
exports for January-August stood at 65,651 tons valued at $442.6 million, 
down 3.8 percent from the same 1983 period. Major markets for U.S. 
flue-cured exports were Spain (16,307 tons), West Germany (8,329 tons), and 
Italy (6,932 tons). 


Burley leaf exports during August 1984 fell 78 percent the same month a 
year earlier to 552 tons, valued at $4.3 million. For January-August, 
burley exports were 23,537 tons, valued at $173.7 million, a decline of 28 
percent in quantity from last year's level. Major destinations were Italy 
(5,310 tons), Japan (4,845 tons), and West Germany (3,170 tons). 


Exports of other types of tobacco (excluding flue-cured and burley) during 
January-August 1984 were 116,313 tons, worth at $122.9 million, a drop of 

12.6 percent in quantity from the same period in 1983. Stems, trimmings, 

and scrap accounted for 59 percent of exports of other types. 


U.S. cigarette exports during August 1984 totaled 3.9 billion pieces, 
valued at $75.8 million, a drop of 16 percent in quantity from August 

1983. For the January-August 1984 period, cigarette exports were 

35.3 billion pieces, worth $689.3 million, a decline of 12 percent in 
quantity from last year's level. Leading markets were Belgium (6.6 billion 
pieces), Japan (4.44 billion pieces), Saudi Arabia (4.23 billion pieces), 
and Hong Kong (4.2 billion pieces). 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category of 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during August 1984 were 16,814 tons, valued at $48.3 million, compared to 
66,022 tons ($222.7 million) in August 1983. The large imports total in 
August 1983 reflects heavy withdrawals of machine-threshed tobacco in 
advance of the tariff reclassification in August. 


Cumulative imports for January-August 1984 were 128,127 tons, valued at 
$381 million, compared to 179,943 tons ($570 million) in the same 1983 
period. The large drop in imports was in the category of "tobacco 
manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for," which fel] 
from 89,714 tons in 1983 to 2,566 in 1984. However, stemmed cigarette leaf 
imports increased from 81 tons in 1983 to 28,314 because of the tariff 
reclassification. Oriental leaf imports for January-August 1984 dropped 
9.6 percent to 50,312 tons, compared to the same period last year. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category of "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially 
provided for") in August 1984 rose 6.8 percent from the year-earlier period 
to 22,377 tons, valued at $62.1 million. Cumulative imports for 
January-August were 169,501 ($527 million), up 4.4 percent from the year 
earlier. Oriental was the largest category with 72,566 tons, followed by 
"other cigarette leaf" category with 52,363 tons. These two categories 
represented 74 percent of total imports for January-August 1984. 


Tobacco imports from the Caribbean Basin countries remained at normal 
levels during August. Duty paid imports totaled 664 tons -- down 86 
percent from the abnormally large level of 4,718 tons cleared last August 
prior to the reclassification of mechanically threshed tobacco. Actually 
arrivals of tobacco in the country were off 59 percent at 559 tons compared 
to the 1,356 tons arriving in August 1983. Cumulative arrivals during the 
January-August 1984 period now stand at 10,068 tons only slightly above the 
9,584 tons cleared during the first eight months of 1983.

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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD TOBACCO PRICES, 1983 
SUMMARY 


World tobacco grower prices in 1983 were mixed depending on the situation 
within a country. Reduced leaf consumption and high stock levels in major 
consuming countries led to reduced prices in some producing countries. Only 
Brazil, Zimbabwe and Italy had large price increases. Growers prices fell in 
United States, Malawi and India while no growth was recorded in Canada and 
Korea. 


Changes in 1983 flue-cured grower prices varied depending on the particular 
situation in various countries. Prices in Brazil, Zimbabwe, and the 
Philippines increased 98 percent, 13 percent, and 16 percent, respectively, 
while prices fell in the United States, Malawi, and India 1 percent, 40 
percent, and 25 percent, respectively. No changes were recorded in Canada and 
Korea. 


Global changes in burley prices in 1983 were also mixed. Prices in Brazil 
surged 98 percent, while Italy's burley prices rose 8 percent. But, in the 
United States and Malawi, prices decreased by 2 percent and 40 percent, 
respectively. 


Oriental prices increased in most major producing countries. In Turkey, 
prices rose 66 percent, while prices increased 3 percent in Greece and 
15 percent in Italy. 


COUNTRY ANALYSIS 


Flue-cured prices in the United States declined slightly in 1983, compared 
with a 7-percent gain the year earlier. With weak demand for lower stalk 
tobacco, early-season prices averaged below year-earlier levels. The average 
price for flue-cured tobacco belts moved up in late August, September, and 
early October because of stronger demand for upper stalk tobacco, which 
carries higher support rates. Prices declined the last few weeks of the 
season as lower quality tobacco from the northern areas was sold. The 1983 
price support for flue-cured were frozen at the 1982 level. 


Burley auction prices for 1983 averaged $1.77 a pound, about 3 cents lower 
than the previous year. Prices for fine quality flyings, lugs, and leaf 

averaged about the same as the support price, while nondescript and mixed 
grade averaged from 5 to 19 cents above support level. To cut costs, U.S. 
tobacco companies concentrated their purchases in the lower priced grades. 


Canada's flue-cured price levels are determined by the general market price 
established between the Ontario Flue-cured Tobacco Growers Marketing Board 
and the Canadian Tobacco Manufacturers’ Council. In 1983, these parties 
agreed to a minimum price of Can$3.53 (US$2.86) per kilogram on a target 
production level of 97,522 tons. After completion of sales on 

March 15, 1984, the average price for grades covered under the minimum price 
guarantee was Can$3.61 (US$2.93). The effect of weak domestic and export 
demand in 1984 could result in little price improvement for the 1984 crop. 
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Brazil's flue-cured prices are negotiated and agreed upon by the 
Association of Tobacco Producers and the Syndicate of the Tobacco 

Industry. Prices are usually set in November, well after the crop has been 
planted, but prior to harvest. But in 1983 no actual agreement was 
reached. The price increase granted in 1983 was the industry's last offer, 
and the price was 98 percent above the 1982 price for all types of 

tobacco. This was the same as the rate of inflation over the same period. 


The prices set for 1984 are approximately 180 percent above 1983's levels. 
However, this is well below the inflation rate of about 210 percent, 
resulting in a less attractive price this year as compared to previous 
years. 


Greece's farmers received prices for the 1983 burley crop ranging from 169 
to 190 drachmas per kilogram, compared to 141-161 dr/kg in 1982 crop. For 
the kaba-koulak variety, prices in central and western Macedonia were 
reported to be between 300-320 dr/kg. 


Italy's grower prices for the 1983 crop rose at various rates, depending on 
individual varieties. On average, prices were quite satisfactory to 
producers. Burley prices rose 8 percent to 3,180 lira (US$1.97) per 
kilogram. Flue-cured prices were up 7 percent to 4,240 lira (US$2.63) per 
kilogram. Average prices of other varieties were: (lira per kilogram): 
Kentucky (5,000 lira), Xanti (4,000 lira), Perustitza (3,800 lira), 

Havanna II C (2,800 lira), and Paraguay (3,050 lira). 


In India's flue-cured tobacco growers are dismayed over the low tobacco 
prices offered by the trade. In the 1983 crop season, farmers made 
distress sales because of excessive production and inadequate internal and 
external demand. Production has been low during 1984, but there has been 
no price improvement because of continued slack overseas demand and limited 
pruchases by domestic users who are holding large inventories of old crop 
stocks. 


The Tobacco Board in an informal announcement indicated that the grower 
price for good quality flue-cured in 1983 should be around 14.50 rupees 
(US$1.44) per kilogram, but no price support measures, intervention prices, 
or subsidies have been announced. The price received by the growers is a 
cash payment and does not include the value of imputs contributed by the 
government or buyers. 


South Korean flue-cured purchase price in 1983 remained unchanged from 
1982. The 1983 selling price of Office of Monopoly to exporters also 
remained unchanged from 1982. In line with government's anti-inflation 
efforts, no increase is expected for 1984 in the farm price. In addition, 
total stocks of flue-cured tobacco, estimated at about 4 years' 
consumption, encouraged this policy.

In Turkey, private merchants -- taking into account the shortage of 
superior quality leaf and speculating on further devaluation of the lira 
against the dollar -- were engaged in pre market contracts with farmers by 
guaranteeing up to 650 lira per kilogram premium over and above the 
official ceiling price. This situation, however, applies primarily to the 
Aegean farmers. Producers in other regions are dependent on the Monopoly's 
purchasing prices as private companies are not currently interested in 
those qualities. Even from the 1983 Aegean crop, private merchants brought 
less than last year owing to the poor quality of the crop. Also, reduced 
tentative orders from foreign buyers affected purchases by merchants. 


The Philippine's 1983 average flue-cured price was up 16 percent from 1982 
levels. Prices ranged from 12 pesos (US$1.08) for grade A to 7.5 pesos 
(US$.68) per kilogram for grade E. For 1984 prices, announced in January, 
increases ranged from 25 percent for grade A to 26.7 percent for grade E. 


Zimbabwe's average flue-cured tobacco auction price was $1.88 (US$1.90) per 
kilogram, compared with Z$1.67 (US$1.69) in 1982. In 1984, both the 
flue-cured and burley crops are superior quality vis-a-vis 1983 crops and 
increased returns to producer are expected.

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WORLD TOBACCO SITUATION 
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SUMMARY 


U.S. exports of leaf tobacco were up 38 percent in September 1984 to 18,97? 
metric tons valued at $106.9 million. Cumulative leaf exports for 
January-September 1984 were 135,165 tons valued at $846 million, a drop of 
7 percent from the comparable period last year. Flue-cured tobacco exports 
are running | percent below last vear's pace; however, hurley exports are 
20 percent behind those of last year. 


U.S. leaf tobacco imports for consumption for September 1984 rose 

19 percent to 15,128 tons valued at $44.9 million. However, cumulative 
tobacco imports, at 143,255 tons valued at $426 million, were down 25 
percent from last year's record level. 


World's tobacco highlights include: 


Australia's tobacco consumption in 1984 is at lowest level since 1968, 

- Indonesia's imports of U.S. leaf are expected to increase this year. 

- Japan is reducing leaf imports and expanding exports to lower stocks. 

- Malaysia's imports of U.S. tobacco are expected to be high in 1984, 

- Soviet Union's leaf imports will be down in 1984, due to last vear's 
high carryover. 

- Spain's leaf imports from the United States in 1984 are expected expand 
30 percent. 

- India's tohacco exports could be 14 percent higher in 1984, 

- Philippines smokers are shifting to low-priced ciaarettes because 
of inflation. 

- Yugoslavia's cigarette output expected to fall slightly this year. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO PFMAND 


Australian consumntion of tobacco in 1983 fell to its lowest level in 

15 years. Tobacco use is currently declining in that Southern Hemosphere 
nation 5 percent a year. This falloff in consumption has resulted in a 
buildup of manufacturers’ stocks of quota leaf beyond normal requirements. 
As a result, the Australian Tobacco Board initiated quota shortsells in an 
effort to reduce stocks. The Board is concerned with the impact of the 
rising cigarette excise taxes and state licensina fees on tobacco 
consumption, and considers that its administration of the stabilization 
plan and achievements of the nlan coals are inhibited. The ohjective: 
reduce stocks to the equivalent of 13 month's usage by the end of 1988. 


Indonesian imports of U.S. leaf are likely to increase in 1984 because of 
jnadequate stocks held by the small kretek cigarette manufacturers, the 
increased market share of large producers, and a recent agreement to 
produce a major brand of American-blend cigarettes in Indonesia. 


The increase in kretek ciaarette consumption will likely be 2.5 percent in 
1984, compared to a 10-percent gain in 1983. Kreteks will continue to 
dominate the Indonesian cigarette market at approximately 67 hillion 
cigarettes out of a total of 95 billion produced. 


Japan Salt and Tobacco Corporation (JTS) is reducing imports and expandina 
exports in order to further reduce the surplus of domestic leaf. The 
exports are mainly poorer quality leaf and leaf used in nroducina Japanese 
brands under foreign contracts. When superior quality leaf is available at 
prices that are low enough to cover interest and storage costs, JTS makes 
leaf import purchases in excess of normal needs. JTS bought hiaqher than 
normal levels of 1982 burley crop from the United States during the 
April-March 1983/84 year. Therefore, imports during 1984/85 are expected 
to decline. Imports from Asian countries which nroduce leaf similar to 
Japan's are expected to decline even more. In 1985/86, Japanese imports of 
U.S. leaf are expected to return to the 1983/84 level. 


Malaysia's imports of U.S. tobacco are likely to reach 6,000 tons in 1984, 
the highest level since 1978, despite the increasing strenath of the U.S. 
dollar against the Malaysian ringgit. United States continues to dominate 
the Malaysian tohacco import market, with smail amounts coming from the 
Philippines, Brazil, and Zimbabwe. For the January-September 1984 period, 
U.S. leaf exports totaled 3,371 tons worth $24.6 million, up 50 nercent in 
quantity from the year earlier. 


Tne increased imports by Malaysia result from reduced tobacco output caused 
by heavy flooding in the east coast of the peninsula, the country's key 
tobacco growing area. 


Soviet Union's imports of unmanufactured tobacco are expected to drop 
slightly to 90,000 tons in 1984 as a result of last year's high carryover. 
However, the level of imported cigarettes could be maintained or even 
increased. Bulgaria was both the leading supplier of leaf and cigarettes 
in 1983. Tobacco demand keeps rising steadily in the face of a weak 
government campaign against smoking. With good supplies of raw tobacco, 
the Soviet Union is projected to produce 38& billion cigarettes in 1984, 
some 3 million above plan. Gains could be greater, but transportation 
bottlenecks and inadequate processing and storage facilities will throttle 
output. 


Spain's unmanufactured tobacco imports in 1984 are projected to drop 4.5 
percent to 66,200 tons in response to a decline in manufacturer's use. 
However, imports from the United States -- mostly flue-ctirred and burley 
blends -- are expected to grow 30 percent because of increased demand for 
domestically produced American-blend cigarettes. W.S. unmanufactured 
tobacco exports in 1984 (January through August) reached 21,404 tons valued 
at $152.4 million -- making Spain the U.S. leading tobacco market. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 
The demand of Canadian tobacco this year is severely reduced by ample world 
supplies of tobacco and declinina domestic consumption of manufactured 
tobacco products. The Canadian Tobacco Manufacturers Council agreed again 
in 1984 to establish a program permitting flue-cured tohacco export sales 
at levels below the domestic price. Also, the Ontario provincial 
government has offered for the first time an export subsidy for 
Ontario-produced flue-cured tobacco. Canadian tobacco exports in 1983 were 
off more than 15 percent from the 1982 level. 


India's exports of unmanufactured tobacco during January-August 1984 rose 
to 59,896 tons, up 14.4 percent compared to the corresponding 1983 period. 
The per unit value of tobacco exports averaged 21.30 rupees (US$1.79) per 
kilogram, compared to 20.95 rupees (US$2.07) in the same 1983 period. 
Total exports of unmanufactured tobacco during 1984 are expected to be 


about 80,000 tons versus &3,4€8 tons last year. 


Exports of manufactured tobacco during January-August 1984 were 156,013 
tons, up 97.5 percent from the same period last year. The increase 
resulted mainly from substantial rise in shipments of hookah tobacco paste 
to Saudi Arabia. 


In the Philippines, there has been a shift in consumer preference from 
expensive Cigarettes to medium-and low-priced brands, as a result of 
devaluation of the peso. This has led to price inflation while eroding, 
the consumers' purchasing power. However, increased prices have no 
apparent impact on aggregate cigarette demand. Because tower quantities of 
United States leaf are used for blending in medium-and low-priced 
cigarette, U.S. leaf usage is declining. 


Exports of Philippine tobacco are heing encouraged by the recent suspension 
of the 30-percent tax on exports. Also, more competitive prices can be 
offered through the devaluation of the peso. 


Yugoslavia's production of cigarettes in 1984 is expected to total around 
58,4C0 million pieces, compared to 58,941 million pieces last year. During 
1983, the industry used 56,863 tons of domestic fermented leaf and 2,303 
tons of imports. Mast of the tobacco used by manufacturers went into 
cigarette production. Per capita consumption of cigarettes in 1983 


increased to 2,555 cigarettes, compared to 2,270 in 1982. 


Yugoslavia's exports of unmanufactured tobacco in 1983 are placed at a 
record level of 28,147 tons, while imports totaled &,128& tons. This year, 
exports of unmanufactured tobacco are expected to be down significantly, 
indicating increased use of domestic tobacco leaf by the tobacco industry 
in meeting the growing demand for cigarettes. 


U.S. TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


Flue-cured market report -- The 1964 auction sales of U.S. flue-cured 
tobacco for the first 55 days of the season (through Movember 1, 1984) 
totaled 922.3 million pounds, and averaged $180.97 per 100 pounds. Ouring 
the same period last year, 8&1.9 million pounds were sold at an average 
price of $178.12 per 100 pounds. So far this year, 17.2 percent of tobacco 
offered has gone under loan, compared with 17.9 percent during the same 
55-day period last year. 


U.S. TRADE SUMMARY 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook -- U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports 
during September 1984 reached 1&,022 tons valued at $106.9 million, an 
increase of 3& percent in quantity from September 1983. West Germany was 
the leading market with 4,847 tons, followed by Egypt with 2,674 tons. 


Cumulative unmanufactured tokacco exports for January-September were 
135,165 tons worth $846 million, down 7 percent in quantity from the same 
1983 period. The flue-cured share of exports was 56 percent, while the 
burley share was 2C percent. Spain was the top market with 21,404 tons, 
followed by West Germany (18,842) and Italy (12,963). 


Flue-cured tobacco exports in September 19€4 were 10,360 tons valued 

$70.3 million, up 26 percent in volume from September 19€3. For the 
January-September period, exports were 76,011 tons valued at $512.9 
million, a drop of 1 percent from the sane period last year. Major markets 


were Spain (16,307 tons), West Germany (10,324), and Italy (6,943). 


Burley leaf exports during September 1984 totaled 2,642 tons worth 

$26 million, compared to 1,371 tons exported in September 1983. Cumulative 
exports for January-September 1984 stood at 27,179 tons ($199.7 million), a 
drop of 20 percent from a year ago. Italy was the major purchaser with 
5,310 tons, followed by West Germany (4,986) and Japan (4,845). 


Exports of other types (excluding flue-cured and burley) during 
January-September 1984 were 31,975 tons valued at $133.4 million, down 
10 percent in quantity from the year-earlier period in 1983. Stems, 
trimmings, and scrap accounted for 61 percent of these exports. 


U.S. cigarette exports during September 1984 were 5.31 billion pieces, 
valued at $108.8 million, a slight drop from the 5.32 billion exported in 
September 1983. Cumulative exports for the January-September period 
totaled 40.6 billion valued at $798 million, a decline of 11 percent in 
volume from the same 19&3 period. Leading destinations were Belgium 

(8.1 billion pieces), Hong Kong (4.96 billion), Japan (4.89 billion), and 
Saudi Arabia (4.76). 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category of 
“tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") 
during September 1984 were 15,128 tons valued at $44.9 million, up 

19 percent in volume from September 1983. Oriental imports totaled 

7,362 tons, while stemmed cigarette leaf were 3,127 tons. 


Cumulative imports for January-September 1984 were 143,255 tons valued at 
$426 million, a drop of 25 percent from a year ago. Oriental leaf imports 
dropped 7 percent to 57,674 tons. Imports of stemmed cigarette leaf 
totaled 31,441 tons, compared to only 789 tons in 1983. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category of "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially 
provided for") were 11,990 tons valued at $31.1 million in September 1984, 
compared to 4,225 tons valued at $9.3 million a year earlier. Cumulative 
imports for January-September 1984 rose 181,491 tons worth $558.4 million, 
an increase of 9 percent in volume from the same year-earlier period. 


The largest category was oriental leaf with 73,49C tons followed by "other 
cigarette leaf" category with 5&,270 tons. These two categories 
represented 73 percent of total imports for January-September 1984.

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SUMMARY 


World 1984 unmanufactured tobacco production is estimated at 6.1 million 
metric tons, an increase of 1 percent from the 1983 level. The crop in China, 
the world's largest tobacco producer, is expected to total 1.5 million tons. 
The United States tobacco crop is estimated at 786,722 tons, up 21 percent 
from 1983. World flue-cured tobacco production in 1984 is estimated at 2.9 
million tons, an increase of 1 percent from the 1983 level. Burley production 
is estimated to have increased 18 percent from the 1983 level. World oriental 
production is estimated to have decreased 2 percent from 1983. 


U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during October 1984 reached 31,193 tons 
valued at $187 million, up 31 percent in volume from October 1983. For 
January-October 1984, U.S. leaf exports were 166,357 tons valued at $1.033 
billion, a drop of 2 percent in volume from 1983. Cumulative flue-cured 
exports for January-October 1984 were up 9 percent from a year ago, while 
burley exports dropped 22 percent. 

World tobacco highlights include: 

- In Colombia, consumption of light leaf has been increasing during 1984. 
- Thailand's leaf tobacco imports have been increasing during 1984. 

- Argentina's tobacco consumption is up sharply in 1984. 

- Italy's leaf exports are down in 1984. 

- Korea is burdened with a 3-year supply of unsold tobacco. 


- Mexico's leaf exports are expected to decline in 1984. 


- Turkey has announced minimum export prices for its 1983 crop. 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO DEMAND 


Argentina's tobacco consumption for 1984 is expected to increase sharply to 
almost 41,000 tons as a result of both price controls and larger domestic 
use. Burley domestic consumption is expected to increase sharply during 
1984. There is a trend toward more American-type cigarette consumption away 
from the British blends. Tough price controls over cigarettes continue, and 
the resulting relatively cheaper cigarettes, coupled with improved incomes, 
have caused domestic tobacco use this year to increase sharply from 1983. 


Total tobacco exports for 1984 are expected to be down to 25,000 tons, as a 
result of slack export demand and larger domestic use. fFlue-cured exports for 
1984 are estimated at 17,500 tons, a decrease of 9 percent from last year. 
Burley exports are estimated for 1984 at 4,000 tons, down 25 percent from 
1983. The tobacco export tax now totals 21 percent. 


In Colombia, the consumption of light leaf tobacco increased significantly in 
1984, and black tobacco use decreased. For a number of years there has been a 
steady increase in the consumption of light leaf cigarettes, at the expense of 
black tobacco. However, in 1983, the country began an anti-imported cigarette 
campaign which stimulated production of light leaf cigarettes to compensate 
for those previously imported. The lower price for the local light leaf 
cigarettes persuaded black tobacco users to shift, and demand for light 
tobacco increased very rapidly. For 1984, cigarette production increased only 
to compensate for population growth, with no per capita increase. 


Thailand's leaf tobacco imports during the first half of 1984 reached 6,947 
tons, sharply above the 4,635 tons imported during the comparable period last 
year, but still far below the 12,820 tons imported in 1982. With a share of 
95 percent, the United States continues as Thailand's major supplier with 
5,293 tons of flue-cured and 1,299 tons of burley. The balance of 355 tons 
was oriental leaf from Turkey. Thailand's leaf imports in both 1983 and 1984 
have been at such low levels that stocks of foreign leaf will likely be at 
extremely low levels at the end of 1984. As a consequence, leaf imports 
should increase in 1985 if stocks are not to be drawn any further. The market 
share of imported leaf continues to decline, as cigarette sales of brands 
using a lower percentage of imported leaf are increasingly popular, while 
sales of high quality blends are flat, 


WORLD DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING TOBACCO SUPPLY 


The Dominican Republic's government announced a 48-percent foreign exchange 
incentive for the export of tobacco to offset increased production costs with 
the passage of all inputs to the parallel market exchange. In mid-October 
the parallel rate was quoted at peso DR2.85 equal US$1. Before this action 
exports received only the official rate of Peso DR1 equal US$1. This 
incentive has generated increased interest in exporting black tobacco; 
increased prices paid to growers; and reduced expected 1985 plantings, 
production, and export of blend tobacco. 


Italy's leaf tobacco exports during January-July totaled 35,913 tons, down 12 
percent from the same 1983 period. Imports, during this period were 8,684 
tons, down 57 percent. Reduced domestic cigarette sales during the early 
months of 1984 contributed to this drop. For 1984, Italy's total exports are 
forecast at 75,000 tons, a drop of 6 percent from the year earlier, while 
imports are estimated at 20,000 tons, down 42 percent. 


In Korea, the Office of Monopoly (OM) is burdened with a 3-year supply of 
unsold tobacco. Since domestic consumption is essentially stable, stocks 
could be reduced only by a sharp cutback in production or a large increase in 
exports, with neither likely to occur. World market conditions will not allow 
a large increase in exports unless the OM reduces export prices, but 
indications are that the price will be held at last year's level to minimize 
losses in the leaf trade. On the production front, political and social 
concerns are propelling the OM to hold 1985 production at around 1984 levels. 
With some remaining stocks of U.S. tobacco on hand, no imports of tobacco for 
blending are anticipated for at least the next few months. 


Malawi's flue-cured auction sales for the marketing season's 30 weeks ending 
November 22, 1984, totaled 24,370 tons at an average price of 2.27 kwachas 
(US$1.58) per kilogram. During the same 1983 period, sales were 21,123 tons 
at an average price of 1.91 kwachas per kilogram. 


Burley sales through the 30th week reached 29,979 tons at an average price of 
1.72 kwachas (US$1.20) per kilogram, compared with 36,307 tons at an average 
price of 1.29 kwachas in the comparable 1983 period. 


Malawi's total tobacco sales for the 30 weeks were 72,679 tons at an average 
price of 2.00 kwachas (US$1.39) per kilogram versus 71,790 tons during the 
same 1983 period at an average price of 1.66 kwachas. 


Mexico's leaf tobacco exports are expected to decline in this year reflecting 
smaller production. Leaf exports in 1984 are estimated at 16,000 tons, or 
2,000 tons less than the year earlier. Exports in 1985 are forecast to drop 
slightly to about 15,000 tons. 


Domestic tobacco consumption is estimated at 40,000 tons, down 4 percent from 
1983 due to lower cigarette production and reduced leaf output. Total 
utilization in 1985 is forecast at about the same level due to little change 
in cigarette output and similar tobacco supply levels. 


In the first week in November, Turkey announced the minimum export prices for 
the 1983 unmanufactured tobacco, with Aegean-American grade leaf prices 
increasing by 10 U.S. cents per kilogram while prices for all other grades 
either were maintained at last year's levels or reduced by 5-10 U.S. cents per 
kilogram. 


Also, the export tax rates for 1983 and older. tobacco were revised. These 
rates for grades below kappa were reduced from $0.45-$1.90 to zero per 
kilogram, while the rates for A grade increased from 20-45 U.S. cents per 
kilogram and those for B grade rose from 1-15 U.S. cents per kilogram.

Zimbabwe tobacco auctions closed the week of October 10, 1984. Through 28 
weeks, sales totaled 119,636 tons at an average price of Z$2.06 (US$1.60) per 
kilogram. The anticipated buildup of tobacco stocks after the lifting of 
quotas on October 15 did not occur, but a steady and orderly flow of tobacco 
were received and sales were maintained at the maximum floor capacity. 


U.S TOBACCO DEVELOPMENTS 


U.S. Tobacco Auction Market Report: The U.S. burley auction market opened on 
November 19, 1984. Sales during the first 9 days totaled 323.4 million pounds 
and averaged $1.88 per pound. Loan receipts during the same period totaled 
86.1 million pounds or 26.6 percent of the total sales. During the first 9 
days last year, 256.1 million pounds sold for an average price of $1.80, with 
one third of the crop going under loan. 


Daily burley sales on December 4, 1984, totaled 31.5 million pounds at an 
average price of $1.88. Loan receipts were 7.3 million pounds or 23.2 percent 
of gross sales for that day.

November 8, 1984, totaled 923.8 million pounds and averaged $180.95 per 100 
pounds. For the 1983 season, 888.8 million pounds were sold at an average 
price of 177.82 per 100 pounds. During the 1984 season, 17.2 percent of the 
tobacco offered went under the loan, compared to 18.3 percent during the 1983 
season. 


U.S. TRADE SUMMARY 


U.S. Tobacco Trade and Outlook -= U.S. unmanufactured tobacco exports during 
October 1984 were 31,193 tons valued at $187 million, an increase of 31 
percent from a year ago. Flue-cured tobacco accounted for 73 percent of 
October's exports. The leading markets were Japan (6,530 tons), Iraq (3,570 
tons), and Egypt (3,006 tons). 


Cumulative exports for the January-October period were 166,357 tons valued at 
$1.033 billion, down 2 percent from the same period in 1983. The flue-cured 
tobacco share was 59 percent while the burley share was 18 percent. Spain was 
the largest market with 23,331 tons, followed by West Germany (21,708 tons), 
Italy (13,322 tons), and Japan (12,194 tons). 


Flue-cured tobacco exports during October 1984 were 22,875 tons valued at 
$153 million, a jump of 59 percent in volume and 45 percent in value from 
October 1983. January-October exports were 98,886 tons valued at $665.9 
million, an increase of 9 percent from a year ago. The leading destinations 
were Spain (18,228 tons), West Germany (12,763 tons), United Kingdom (8,747 
tons), and Japan (5,931 tons). 


Burley tobacco exports during October stood at 2,330 tons worth $15.2 million, 
a drop of 40 percent in volume from October 1983. Cumulative January-October 
exports were 29,510 tons valued at $214.9 million, down 22 percent in both 
quantity and value from the same 1983 period. Italy was the leading market 
with 5,310 tons, followed by West Germany (5,102 tons) and Japan (4,845 tons). 
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Exports of other types (excluding flue-cured and burley) for January-October 
1984 were 37,961 tons valued at $152 million, a drop of 8 percent in volume 
from a year ago. Stems, trimmings, and scrap accounted for 62 percent of 
these exports. 


U.S. cigarette exports during October were 5.6 billion pieces worth at $115 
million, a gain of 14 percent in volume from October 1983. Cumulative exports 
for January-October 1984 were 46.2 billion pieces valued at $913.3 million, a 
drop of 8 percent in quantity and 1 percent in value. Leading markets were 
Belgium-Luxembourg (9.2 billion pieces), Hong Kong (5.76 billion pieces), 
Saudi Arabia (5.5 billion pieces), and Japan (5.2 billion pieces). 


Unmanufactured tobacco imports for consumption (including the category of 
"tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided for") during 
October were 15,519 tons valued at $43.1 million, a fall of 13 percent from 
October 1983. Most of the decline occurred in Oriental leaf which dropped to 
6,302 tons, compared to 10,000 tons in October 1983. 


For the January-October 1984 period, imports were 158,774 tons valued at 
$469.2 million, a 25-percent decline from the same 1983 period. The reason 
for the large imports in 1983 were the heavy withdrawals of machine- 

threshed tobacco in advance of the tariff reclassification. Tne NSPF category 
fell from 94,141 tons in 1983 to 2,767 tons in 1984. Stemmed cigarette leaf 
imports increased from 2,648 tons in 1983 to 34,867 tons in 1984. 


General imports (actual arrivals) of unmanufactured tobacco (including the 
category of "tobacco manufactured or not manufactured, not specially provided 
for") were 13,200 tons worth at $30.98 million, a volume decline of 15 percent 
from October 1983. January-October imports were 194,692 tons ($589.3 
million), up 7 percent in quantity from the year earlier. 


The largest category was Oriental leaf with 76,824 tons, followed by "other 
cigarette leaf" category with 62,649 tons. These two categories represented 
72 percent of all general imports. 


U.S. TOBACCO TRADE SUMMARY ; 
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SPECIAL REPORT: WORLD TOBACCO PRODUCTION 


World 1984 total unmanufactured tobacco production is pegged at 6.1 million 
tons (farm sales weight basis), up 3 percent from the May estimate and 1 
percent above the 1983 crop. The tobacco crop in China is seen rising 7 
percent. In the United States, the production estimate of 786,722 tons is up 
5 percent from the May forecast. Other major tobacco-producing countries with 
sizable increases include Bulgaria, Greece, the Philippines, Poland, the 
Republic of Korea, Canada, Pakistan and Malawi. Countries recording 
substantially smaller crops include the Soviet Union, Indonesia, Thailand, and 
Colombia. 


Tne world flue-cured tobacco estimate of 2.9 million tons is 3 percent higher 
than the May forecast. China accounts for the largest increase, with its 
production estimated at 1.3 million tons. The U.S. crop is also larger and 
could total 389,000 tons. Canada's flue-cured crop is estimated at 88,610 
tons, up 4 percent from May's forecast despite a comparable reduction in 
harvested area in the major producing region of southwestern Ontario. 
Decreased output in Thailand is more than offset by production increases in 
the Republic of Korea and the Philippines. 


The 1984 world burley crop is estimated at 744,479 tons, up 3 percent from 
May's outlook. Output in the United States, the world's largest producer, is 
estimated at 331,000 tons, virtually unchanged from the previous forecast. 
Malawi's crop is estimated at 27,000 tons, down 8 percent from May. Favorable 
weather resulted in production increases in Korea and Japan, while the 
Philippine crop is up sharply due to an ll-percent increase in area, favorable 
growing conditions, and improved farm management. Production is declining 
significantly in Mexico, due to adverse weather and outbreaks of blue mold, 
and more moderately in Argentina as a result of unfavorable weather. 


World oriental tobacco production is estimated at 938,479 tons, down slightly 
from May's forecast of 944,000 tons. Production increases in Bulgaria, 
Greece, and the Soviet Union are more than offset by Italy's production 
decline. 


This year's world dark air/sun-cured tobacco production is estimated at 1.1 
million tons, 14 percent above May's estimate. China accounts for the bulk of 
the gain, with its production is estimated at 112,500 tons, some 13 percent 
above the May forecast. Production increases were also registered in 
Argentina and France as production declined significantly in Poland.
